Three o f Marin Co unty ’s larg est departments — 
health, welfare and pro batio n — were merg ed 
y esterday by co unty superv iso rs in what was 
described as a mo v e “ to impro v e the deliv ery o f 
serv ices.” 
The bo ard's actio n , o n a 3-to -2 
v o te, n am ed W elfare D irecto r 
Betty L. Presley to head the 
n ew “ su p crag en cv " which will 
beco me o p eratio n al Ju ly 1 as 
the D ep artm en t o f Health an d 
Hu m an Serv ices. (Other su p er­ 
v iso rs sto ries, p ag es 4 4 an d 4 5 .) 
Su p erv iso rs Michael Wo rn u m 
an d Gary T. Giaco min i sided 
with the m ajo rity o f the larg e 


au dien ce in callin g fo r fu rther 
stu dy o f the co n so lidatio n , 
which will create o n e dep art­ 
men t with 6 00 emp lo y ees an d a 
$20 millio n an n u al bu dg et. 
They were o u tv o ted, ho wev er, 
by fello w su p erv iso rs Peter R. 
Arrig o n i Jr. an d Ro bert A. Ro u - 
m ig u iere 
who ag reed w ith 
Chairm an Arn o ld M. Bap tiste's 
co m men ts that the co n so lida­ 


tio n had been u n der stu dy , in 
o n e fo rm o r an o ther, fo r fiv e 
y ears an d that it was tim e to 
act. 
The co n so lidatio n p lan was 
su bmitted last mo n th by Co u n ty 
A dm in istra to r Jo hn F. B a r­ 
ro ws, who has said that while 
little o r n o mo n ey will he sav ed, 
serv ices an d efficien cy will be 
imp ro v ed. 
Miss Presley an d a sp ecial 
staff are to sp en d o n e y ear 
stu dy in g ho w to im p lem en t the 
reo rg an iz atio n du rin g fiscal 
197 4 -7 5. She will hav e au tho rity 
o v er the three dep artm en ts du r­ 
in g that o n e-y ear p erio d, ev en 
tho u g h they will be o p eratin g 
mu ch as they are n o w. 
Her sp ecial staff will hav e a 
bu dg et n ex t y ear o f abo u t $7 5,- 
000, which su p erv iso rs said they 
will ap p ro p riate du rin g Ju n e 
bu dg et sessio n s. 


T he co n so lidatio n w as a p ­ 
p ro v ed desp ite 
the p leas o f 
Chief Pro batio n Officer Jo hn W. 
Brew er, backed by man y in the 
au dien ce, that his dep artm en t 
n o t be in clu ded. 


B rew er reaso n ed that the p ro ­ 
b atio n de p a rtm e n t is m o re 
clo sely alig n ed with the crimi- 
n al-ju stice field than with so cial 
serv ices. 


Su p p o rted by m em bers o f the 
Pro batio n W o rkers Un io n , he 
asked su p erv iso rs to delay a 
decisio n u n til after n ex t week's 
hearin g o n a p ro p o sed dep art­ 
m en t o f co rrectio n s, in to which, 
he said, his dep artm en t wo u ld 
m o re p ro p erly fit. 


O thers in the au dien ce v o iced

The raft, du e to leav e to day

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River To Recede

The Mississippi River, flood­ 
ing its banks for the 59th 
straight day yesterday, is ex­ 
pected to begin slowly receding 
this week but remain over­ 
flowed at least until June 1. 
The river broke previous 
flood records set in 1844 when it 
was at flood levels for 58 days. 
The Army Corps of Engineers 
' said the river had been over the 
flood stage at St. Louis since 
March 10. 
The corps noted the river was 
not expected to go below flood 
levels until June A spokesman

Club Fraud 
Linked 
To Generals 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — A top 
Army enlisted man convicted of 
conspiring with others in a 
racketeering ring to defraud 
U.S. military clubs says there 
was a “ big coverup” of wrong­ 
doings that probably stretched 
into the ranks of the generals. 
Former Sgt. Maj. William 0. 
Wooldridge made the accusa­ 
tion in testimony he gave to 
investigators for the Senate 
Permanent Investigating sub­ 
committee last March. The tes­ 
timony was released Tuesday 
during a hearing at which he 
and three other coconspirators 
told of widespread corruption in 
the clubs and coverup efforts 
by their superiors. 
Wooldridge, who was then 
with the 1st Infantry Division in 
Vietnam, said Army Chief of 
Staff William Westmoreland or­ 
dered an investigation of the 
scheme in 1968 after the Senate 
subcommittee began making in­ 
quiries. The division command 
also started its own inquiry, he 
said. 
Wooldridge said it was a 
“ very unusual procedure” for 
the Chief of Staff’s office to 
interfere in such a situation.

Agnew, who last week called 
for an end to hostility between 
the administration and the 
news media, Tuesday com­ 
pared reporting of the Water­ 
gate affair to McCarthyism, 
saying the media had 
tres­ 
passed the bounds of proprie­ 
ty.” 
Agnew said reporting of the 
Watergate scandal was “ based 
on hearsay, investigative re­ 
porting which has not been 
verified, and rumors.” 
In a speech and question and 
answer session at the Universi­ 
ty of Virginia, he singled out 
the Washington Post, which 
won a Pulitzer Prize Monday 
for its Watergate coverage, for 
p articu lar criticism . He 
charged that a story it pub­ 
lished last month about former 
Attorney General John N. 
Mitchell was based on “ double 
hearsay, at the very least.” 
Agnew’s comments echoed 
those of Sen. William Proxmire, 
D-Wis., often a major critic of 
the administration, who ac­ 
cused the press Monday of 
printing “ sensational” stories 
that were “ McCarthyism at its 
worst.” The reference was to 
the tactics of the late Sen. 
Joseph McCarthy used to root 
out communism in the early 
1950s. 
Answering questions for more 
than an hour from many of the 
4,000 persons in the audience, 
Agnew said he felt that the 
facts in the Watergate case 
would have emerged eventually 
without the recent massive con­ 
centration of the news media. 
He said some reporters had 
“ overblown” their importance 
in bringing out the truth. 
“ In their zealousness to be 
sure they get the maximum 
potential fact over to the public,

In School 


To ensure their 5-year-olds 
getting into kindergarten at 
Kent Elementary School in Sep­ 
tember. four Kentfield mothers 
arrived at 1 a.m. today at the 
doors of the school office, 
spread sleeping bags on the 
concrete sidewalk and dozed 
under the stars. 
By the time school officials 
arrived at 8 o'clock 24 mothers 
were waiting for the registra­ 
tion scheduled to begin at 9:30 
am 
They were allowed into 
the library, registered their 
children, and the entire quota 
of 24 kindergarteners for Kent 
School in September was com­ 
plete. 
Parents arriving after 8 a.m. 
learned that their children will 
probably have to be bussed to 
Bacich School in the fall. By 
9:30 a.m., when parents were 
still arriving. 34 children had 
been registered. 
At present the kindergarten 
arrangements for fall in the 
Kentfield District are one ses­ 
sion at Kent School, one session 
at Greenbrae School, and two 
sessions at Bacich.

The first mothers to arrive at 
the school today were Gail 
Hayne and Britt Thorner.

said “ Burying it within a new 
and larger department will not 
make its troubles go away." 
Grace Hughes, chairman of 
Marin Alternative, urged fur­ 
ther study of the administra­ 
tors proposal. “ We are con­ 
cerned 
that 
a 
large 
consolidated department will 
result in worse, not better, de­ 
livery of services," she said. 
“ Overly large departments, 
covering a wide range of div­ 
erse activities, tend to discour­ 
age decision making at the 
delivery level." 
Others urging more study in­ 
cluded spokesmen from the 
Comprehensive Health Plan­ 
ning Council, Child and Youth 
Mental Health Committee, 
Community Action Marin, Ju ­ 
venile Justice Commission, the 
Superior Court and about 10 
persons not representing orga­ 
nizations. 
Among those supporting it 
was Dr. Donovan 0. Cooke, 
head of the health department, 
who said the advantages out­ 
weighed the disadvantages. 
Differing with Mrs. Freder­ 
ick. he said his department's 
earlier consolidation had shown 
“ there are benefits to be gained 
but it takes awhile for them to 
show up." 
Barrows agreed, and present­ 
ed figures showing the health 
department was operating at 
about the same cost as three 
years ago when it was many 
separate departments. 
Marion Kelly of the Marin 
Volunteer Bureau appeared to 
sum up the position of those 
supporting the proposal when 
he said it “ provides for a mech­ 
anism to do the planning that is 
asked for. . .and the authority 
to do it." 
Chairman Baptiste agreed 
saying it was time to force 
consolidation on the depart­ 
ments to eliminate duplication 
and “ provide better delivery of 
services.” To leave it to the 
departments to eliminate dupli­ 
cation through a cooperative 
effort as some had proposed 
would fail, he said, because of 
•‘territorial barriers" which 
surround each department. 
Supervisor Arrigoni agreed, 
adding that no speaker had 
disputed the need for improved 
services from the departments 
but only 
the 
way 
it 
was 
achieved. 
“ We need a vehicle with teeth 
in it to force better services." 
said Supervisor Roumiguiere. 
“ I don’t think we can afford the 
duplication caused by depart­ 
mental provincialism," he said, 
moving approval of the consoli­ 
dation plan. 
It was seconded by Arrigoni. 
The hearing on the proposal 
lasted nearly four hours and 
caused the board’s meeting to 
run until 11 p.m.

This raised speculation that fur­ 
ther expected indictments by a 
federal grand jury might be 
delayed. 
Now defense secretary, Rich­ 
ardson said he had consulted 
more than 80 persons in his 
search for an independent pros­ 
ecutor and that he had com­ 
piled a list with “ a large num­ 
ber 
of 
n am es” 
for 
consideration. He said he would 
be asking advice from various 
legal organizations and individ­ 
uals, including former Chief 
Justice Earl Warren. 
He told the Senate Judiciary 
Committee, headed by Sen. 
James O. Eastland, D-Miss.. 
that he would welcome Senate 
approval of his choice and “ if 
the Senate did not concur, I 
would feel obliged to propose 
another selection.” 
A former presidential aide, 
Charles W. Colson, appeared at 
the federal courthouse this 
morning, presumably to testify 
before the Watergate grand 
jury. It was expected that he 
wanted to tell his version of E. 
Howard Hunt's preparation of 
fake State Department cables 
to implicate the Kennedy ad­ 
ministration in the 1963 assassi­ 
nation of South Vietnamese 
President Ngo Dinh Diem. 
Hunt, who pleaded guilty in 
the January trial of the original 
Watergate Seven, has told the 
grand jury that he copied 240 
secret diplomatic documents af­ 
ter Colson asked him to see if 
the Kennedy administration 
had a hand in Diem’s murder. 
An attorney with Colson said 
his client was appearing volun­ 
tarily. 
Richardson, in his testimony, 
said he would arrange his 
choices for special prosecutor 
in order of priority and submit 
the names to the presidents of 
the American Bar Association, 
the American College of Trial 
Lawyers and “ certain other in­ 
dividuals." 
Eastland asked how Richard­ 
son felt about having his choice 
approved by the entire Senate. 
“ If the Senate did not con­ 
cur." 
Richardson said. " I 
would feel obligated to propose 
another selection." 
Richardson 
said 
he 
had 
sought recommendations for 
the special prosecutor post 
from the presidents of the bar 
and trial lawyers associations, 
judges, prosecuting attorneys, 
practicing lawyers, members of 
Congress and various other per-, 
sons. 
Richardson was given overall 
command of the government 
investigation of the Watergate 
scandal by President Nixon last 
week. Richardson, now defense 
secretary, announced Monday 
he would choose a special pros­ 
ecutor, who would be answera­ 
ble only to him. 
There had been strong pres­ 
sure from Republicans and 
Democrats alike for selection of 
a special prosecutor, and some 
criticism has continued since 
Richardson’s Monday an­ 
nouncement because critics 
contended the prosecutor still 
would not be entirely independ­ 
ent. 
Richardson said he had “ a 
large number of names” of 
prospects. He said the next step 
would be to draw up a list in 
the order of priority to submit 
to Warren and the others. 
Richardson had no formal 
statement as the hearing began 
in a crowded room. Eastland 
asked him whether he had a 
biography of himself. As Rich­ 
ardson shuffled some papers 
and indicated that he did, East­ 
land asked: 
“ Did you ever hear of the 
Watergate affair?" 
The audience laughed and 
Richardson said, “ Yes, Mr. 
Chairman." Eastland came 
right back with: “ What are you 
going to do about it?” Then 
followed Richardson’s remarks 
about choosing a special prose­ 
cutor.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 
The Bay Area Rapid Transit 
District got permission yester­ 
day to extend passenger opera­ 
tions to Concord on May 21.

One Area 


A moratorium on residential 
development enacted by the 
Mill Valley City Council covers 
not only lands on and near 
Shelter Ridge, as reported in 
yesterday’s 
Independent-Jour- 
nal, but parcels throughout the 
city. 
Between 600 and 700 acres 
are included in the moratorium, 
passed Monday by the city 
council, including roughly 50 
acres on Shelter Ridge but also 
including about 450 Northridge 
acres, 50 in the Alto Bowl and 
50 in the Cascades, said Tom 
W. Newton, city director of 
community development. 
He said developers still may 
apply to the planning commis­ 
sion for a use permit to build in 
the affected areas, but they 
would have to demonstrate that 
the projects would not conflict 
with the contemplated city gen­ 
eral plan now being prepared.

Last month, when the council 
set the $566,000 bond election, it 
said the city would pay off the 
bonds by leasing other city 
property to private interests. 


But a local attorney has re­ 
cently pointed out that the City 
of Salinas has been challenged 
in court for trying to do some­ 
thing similar. 
Mayor Robin Sweeny opened 
the discussion by noting that "it 
has always been the intent of 


this council to lease city proper­ 
ty to avoid a tax increase.” She 
urged making some kind of 
promise to voters. 


Heynneman moved that the 
council express its intent to go 
back to voters for approval of 
any tax increase if the leasing 
arrangement proves impossi­ 
ble. 


But Jordan complained that 
the bond counsel might object 
since an election grants author­ 
ity for a tax increase to pay for 
the bonds. 


Voters will be deciding on two 
bond issues, one for $306.000 to 
buy Central School for the new 
city hall and another for $250,- 
000 to purchase the adjacent 
Northwestern Pacific Railroad 
property as.a library site. 


Annual payments to redeem 
the 30-year bonds were to come 
from revenue derived from 
renting the old city hall, contin­ 
uing Sausalito’s 5-cent library 
tax and leasing part of the 
railroad land for private com­ 
mercial purposes. 


Ex-Millionaire 
Target Of IRS 


RENO. Nev. (UPI) - The 


Internal Revenue Service yes­ 
terday began its attempt to 
collect $1.31 million in back 
taxes from onetime uranium 
millionaire Charles Steen rath­ 
er than the $434,154 a bankrupt­ 
cy referee ruled he owed. 


Steen said recently he consid­ 
ered the U.S. District Court

Procedures 
For Impact 
Reports Set 


The Sausalito City Council — 
establishing procedures last 
night for picking firms to pre­ 
pare environmental impact re­ 
ports on development projects 
— decided, despite some objec­ 
tions from developers and prop­ 
erty owners, that the city will 
have the final say on who does 
the work 
The council voted 4 to 1. with 
Councilman Sally Stanford dis- 
senting. to adopt this three-step 
procedure proposed by Plan­ 
ning Director Herb Case: 
1. The council and Case in 
closed session will select 10 
consulting firms from among 
those applying. 
2. Developers will pick three 
of those 10. who will furnish 
cost estimates for the work. 
3. The city staff will make the 
final choice from among those 
three. 
Several developers and prop­ 
erty owners complained they 
ought to be allowed to save 
money by having their own 
building staff draw up the envi­ 
ronmental impact studies since 
they bear the costs of the re­ 
ports. 
Roland Mays, resident and 
local architect, objected that 
the county allows developers to 
prepare their own environmen­ 
tal impact reports. "If an appli­ 
cant thinks he is qualified to do 
it. he should have that option." 
he said. "You can always find 
the report unacceptable.” 
"No architect is going to 
come in and say, 'My project is 
lousy,' " answered Councilman 
Stephen A. Fraser. 
Wolfback Ridge developer 
Edward R 
Fitzsimmons said 
he would prefer to have Sausal- 
lto's planning staff "moonlight 
at an agreed on price” to do his 
report than hire an outside con­ 
sultant.

Study Set 


In Petaluma 


The Petaluma City Council 
approved a study yesterday to 
see if computers can smooth 
city operations and save money 
in the future. 
On a 4-to-2 vote, with council­ 
men John W. Canavagh Jr. and 
Robert A. Brunner dissenting, 
the council employed the firm 
of Gottfried Considtants Inc. of 
Los .-Vngeles to conduct the 
study at a cost of $11,890.

Tiburón Boots Out 
Algae Sewage Firm 


Disappointed with the results 
of an algae sewage treatment 
scheme. Tiburón sanitary offi­ 
cials are looking elsewhere for 
a system which will tirrn sew­ 
age into almost pure water. 
Directors of the Tiburón Sani­ 
tary District Monday told Bio- 
Kinetics Co. of San Rafael to 
remove an experimental treat­ 
ment plant from the district’s 
plant on Paradise Drive. 
In place of the algae scheme, 
directors are considering a plan 
to attain tertiary treatment, 
which turns sewage into almost 
pure water, by a chemical 
process. 
Director Robert A. Sterling 
re[X)rted Zempro Inc. of Wis­ 
consin has said such equipment 
would cost the district roughly 
$1.5 million, though the cost 
could be spread out over a long 
period of time on a lease-pur- 
chase basis. Sterling said direc­ 
tors will study that proposal. 
Bio-Kinetics contracted with 
the sanitary district to install 
by St'ptember equipment which 
would purify the district’s en- 


tire sewage flow. Technical 
problems with suppliers, how­ 
ever, have delayed that timeta­ 
ble. according to the firm. 
Sanitary district directors on 
April 19 gave Bio-Kinetics until 
.Monday’s meeting to come up 
with a plan assuring that the 
timetable would be met, but no 
representative of the firm 
showed up at the meeting. 
Consequently, said Sterling. 
“ Bio-Kinetics is out.” Directors 
left it up to plant manager John 
Slovek when to tell the compa­ 
ny to remove the pilot equip­ 
ment. 
I ’nder terms of the contract, 
the district owes Bio-Kinetics 
nothing since the company has 
failed to perform. Had the 
equipment been installed and 
worked properly, the district 
would have paid the company 
$81,(HX) per year. 
Directors also awarded a 
$;>9,:i21 contract to the .\lbay 
Construction Co. of San Fran­ 
cisco to upgrade the treatment 
plant and perform periodic 
maintenance. 


Lot Split Will Allow 
Bus Base Expansion 


The San Rafael Planning 
Commission last night ap­ 
proved a lot split on Jacoby 
Street, an action that allows the 
Golden Gate Bridge District to 
proceed with plans for purchase 
of the land for expansion of its 
adjacent bus base. 


The commission, however, 
declared that the split did not 
constitute approval of any such 
use of the parcels according to 
J Stanley Ott, senior planner. 


Owner Barney .N’orwitt had 
proposed that his parcel adja­ 
cent to the transit facilitv be 


sulxlivided into parcels of 15 
and (). 1 acres. The transit dis­ 
trict has an option to buy the 
subdivided land from Nonvitt. 
The transit district has pro­ 
posed that its 15-acre bus base 
be expanded to 25 acres to 
provide for a total fleet expect­

ART REVIEW 
The Visting Simon Collection 


By ADA GARFINKKL 
SAN FRANCISCO - How fo- 
runate for residents of the Bay 
Area that the combined wealth 
and aesthetic wisdom of indus­ 
trialist-art collector Norton Si­ 
mon — a modern-day Medici of 
the arts — has been brought to 
our midst at the California Pal­ 
ace of the Legion of Honor. 
On a year-long loan, the ex­ 
hibit of 63 French paintings and 
sculptures from the vast Simon 
collection represents the most 
important French art of the last 
three centuries. 
According to collector Simon, 
a resident of Southern Califor­ 
nia, bringing the great art of 


other nations to this country 
may “ improve communication 
at the individual, national and 
international level.” 
Simon’s 
opinion 
is 
that 
“ art... can take people and 
open them up in a unique 
way... to look at themselves, 
which is important, since one of 
the prime problems in society 
is the need for introspection... 
to see others with greater sensi­ 
tivity and insight.” 
The paintings, some of them 
more than 300 years old, are in 
a remarkable state of preserva­ 
tion and freshness. 
Whether glowing with opul­ 
ence in the Baroque portraits 


by Largilliere and Rigaud, in 
the rococo insouciance of Fra­ 
gonard. the naturalism of Dau­ 
mier and Chardin, the romanti­ 
cism of Delacroix or the 
neoclassic perfectionism of 
Ingres, these paintings reflect 
the changing political and so­ 
cial currents and spheres of 
influence of their period. 
Too, the shift from studio 
painting to the study of nature 
in “ plein-air” is represented by 
Corot, the originator of this 
procedure. It also is reflected 
by Courbet and Daubigny and 
by the great Impressionist 
painters Monet, Renoir, Pissar­

Corps Of Engineers Will Hold 
Hearing On Hahn Fill Permit 


The Corps of Engineers will 
hold a hearing on Ernest W. 
Hahn Inc.’s application to fill 69 
acres of Corte Madera land 
east of Highway 101 for a re­ 
gional shopping center on June 
5 at 7:30 p.m. in the town 
recreation center. 
Announcing the hearing, Col. 
J. L. Lammie, district engi­ 
neer. said a Department of the 
Army permit is required for the 
work because the area to be 
filled includes 29 acres of land 
below the mean high water 
level, which is within eorp ju­ 
risdiction. 
The town council voted April 
24 to go ahead with a redevelop­ 
ment project in support of 
Hahn's multimillion-dollar Ma­ 
rin Mall. The development can­ 
not proceed until the fill permit 
is granted. 
Hahn originally applied last 
September to place one million 
cubic yards of fill on the shop­ 


ping center site, but the mail's 
siting was relocated to leave 32 
acres of marshland as wildlife 
habitat north of the site, and 
the amount of fill has been 
reduced. 
Lammie said Hahn has ap­ 
plied to place 330,000 cubic 
yards of imported and compact­ 
ed fill, plus 300,000 to 400,000 
cubic yards of imported fill 
material to be used as a tempo­ 
rary “ surcharge.” The sur­ 
charge would remain in place 
for approximately one year, 
then be removed and taken to 
“ some other land disposal 
area." 
The 69-acre site to be filled 
includes 24 acres of unfilled 
land, half of it grass, marsh 
plants, salt marsh and “ degen­ 
erated'’ salt marsh. 
Col. Lammie said verbal 
statements will be heard, but 
for accuracy of the record, 
statements should be submitted 


in 
writing, in quadruplicate. 
Written statements may be 
handed to the presiding officer 
at the meeting, or may be 
mailed beforehand to Col. Lam­ 
mie at: U.S. Army Engineer 
District, San Francisco, Corps 
of Engineers, 100 McAllister 
Street, San Francisco 94102. 
Copies of the environmental 
impact report on the redevelop­ 
ment project are available for 
inspection at town hall. Docu­ 
ments, maps and other exhibits 
relating to Hahn’s fill permit 
application are available for 
review in Room 533 of the corps 
offices at the McAllister Street 
address.

Knifing Blamed On 


Personal Sq uabble 


A ‘'personal squabble” which 
escalated into retaliation be­ 
tween Mexican and black in­ 
mates was behind three stab- 
bings yesterday at San Quentin 
Prison, officials said today. 
The trouble started at 12:10 
p.m., according to Associate 
Warden James W. L. Park, 
when a black inmate, Willie 
Ray Smith, attempted to break 
up a fight between two men 
who had a “ personal beef.” 
Smith, serving a 10-year-to- 
life term for robbery in Los 
Angeles County, received a mi­ 
nor puncture wound in the fra­ 
cas, Park said. The 28-year-old 
convict was reported in good 
condition today. 
Later i:i the afternoon, two 
mess hall workers were at­ 


tacked, apparently by young 
blacks retaliating against Mexi­ 
can inmates for Smith’s stab­ 
bing, Park said. 
He said a guard who was 
leaving the south hall turned 
and saw heavy metal trays 
flying through the air. The offi­ 
cer sounded the alarm. Park- 
said, and a warning shot was 
fired into the air. 
When the confusion was over, 
officers found that James Al- 
carez, 25, and John Natale, 28, 
had been injured and they con­ 
fiscated an 11-inch long prison- 
made knife and a three-and-a- 
half-foot stanchion pipe. 
Alcarez, serving time for sec­ 
ond degree murder from Fres­ 
no, suffered a stab wound in his 
chest, and Natale, a robber 


from Los Angeles County, had a 
broken arm and a stab wound 
in his leg. 
They also were reported in 
good condition today. 


Park said one suspect was 
locked up in connection with the 
dining hall incident. 


In addition, he said, because 
of the "tense situation between 
the black and the Mexicans,” 
the huge east block and D 
section were locked up today. 


Only about half of San Quen­ 
tin's 2,200 inmates were allowed 
to go to prison jobs or assign­ 
ments, and the men were fed in 
small groups. 


“ It's ridiculous when a per­ 
son squabble leads to this seri­ 
ous trouble,” Park said, but he 
said the lock-up situation will 
remain “ until things cool off.”

Two stabbings at Sonoma 
State College last weekend may 
have been the result of a sim­ 
mering feud within the Mexi- 
ean-American community of 
Sonoma County, according to 
the sheriff’s department.

“ So me who might hav e been paro led a 
few y ears ago , the bo ard — based o n

They were p ay in g in adv an ce fo r so me­ 
thin g — p erhap s so methin g u n stated an d 
n ebu lo u s, so methin g the rest o f u s may 
n ev er learn abo u t, bu t n ev ertheless they 
had amp le p receden t to assu me that 
when p ay o ff time came, they wo u ld make 
a han dso me retu rn o n a so u n d in v est­ 
men t. It did n o t m atter ex actly where 
their cash was lau n dered an d ho w ev en ­ 
tu ally sp en t. Like so man y p eo p le in the 
n ews lately , they wo u ld rather n o t kn o w 
the details. 


YET THERE IS an o ther class o f Amer­ 
ican s that m akes co n tribu tio n s that 
dwarf ev en the Presiden t’s re-electio n 
fu n d, an d do it n o t v o lu n tarily bu t be­ 
cau se they hav e to if they wan t to liv e 
u n der a ro o f, stay warm, bu y the n ecessi­ 
ties o f life an d carry o n ro u tin e p erso n al 
bu sin ess. 


In div idu ally , these are v ery skin n y cats 
in deed — the en tire bu y in g , ren tin g , 
telep ho n e-talkin g , check-writin g p o p u la­ 
tio n o f the Un ited States. 


Un like the an o n y mo u s big co n tribu to rs 
to the Presiden t’s camp aig n , these citi­ 
zen s wo u ld like v ery mu ch to kn o w what 
hap p en s to the mo n ey they mu st p o st as 
“ secu rity dep o sits” an d p ay in to escro w 
acco u n ts, an d the billio n s they main tain 
in checkin g acco u n ts. 


They p ro v ide the ban ks an d o ther firms 
with the p rin cip al to earn v ast amo u n ts 
in div iden ds an d in terest. The in stitu tio n s 
co llect tho se earn in g s while the in div idu ­ 
al o wn ers o f the mo n ey n ev er see a cen t 
o f p ro fit o n it. 


THE VENERABLE Wrig ht Patman , D- 
Tex as, chairman o f the Ho u se Ban kin g 
Co mmittee an d a man mo st ban kers wish 
had n ev er left Tex arkan a, is u rg in g 
ban ks to start p ay in g in terest n o t o n ly o n 
checkin g acco u n ts bu t also o n the escro w 
acco u n ts they bu ild fro m mo n thly p ay ­ 
m en t, acco mp an y in g mo rtg ag e in stall­ 


ments. Lending institutio ns accumulate 
that mo ney mo nthly , but pay it o ut fo r 
pro perty tax es and insurance o nly an­ 
nually o r semiannually . 


No nex perts are mo re familiar with so - 
called security depo sits required by tele­ 
pho ne and utility co mpanies and by 
landlo rds. These may no t seem impo rtant 
amo unts co nsidered indiv idually — fro m 
a few do llars here to a mo nth’s rent o n 
an ex pensiv e apartment there. But multi­ 
plied by the number o f depo sito rs they 
beco me a majo r, little-discussed inv est­ 
ment fund fo r the firms ho lding them. 


On the early ev idence, y o ur radical 
friends might say “ The Sy stem” is wo rk­ 
ing to preserv e this sy stem. In Washing­ 
to n, a federal district judge just said that 
three public-interest lawy ers co uld no t 
bring a class-actio n suit to require lo cal 
sav ings and lo an asso ciatio ns to pay 
interest o n mo rtgage escro w acco unts. 


BUT “ THE SYSTEM” also is wo rking 
in the o ther directio n. Here and there, a 
co mpetitiv e bank has decided that it will 
attract mo re depo sito rs if it adv ertises 
that it pay s interest o n checking ac­ 
co unts. And while the U.S. Sav ings and 
Lo an League has co mpleted a study 
predictably sho wing the administrativ e 
handling o f escro w acco unts co sts lenders 
mo re than tho se acco unts earn, so me 
banks, nev ertheless, hav e decided it is 
go o d business to start pay ing interest o n 
them. 


In Sy racuse, fo r ex ample, o ne bank has 
disco v ered a “ mo ral o bligatio n to the 
co nsumer” to pay its mo rtgagees 4 .5 per 
cent o n their tax and insurance escro w 
acco unts. Its disco v ery may relate to the 
fact that the Ro ckefeller administratio n 
was backing a bill to require escro w 
interest pay ments. 
Up to no w, the av erage bo rro wer who se 
tax es are co llected by the bank as part o f 
his pay ments, has no t realized that, by 
Wright Patman’s figures, he lo ses $800 in 
unpaid interest o v er the life o f his 
mo rtgage. That info rmatio n co mes under 
the heading o f a little learning, and as we 
were to ld lo ng ago , a little learning can 
be a dangero us thing — to bankers, 
landlo rds, et al.

Teachers Identify Reason 
Why Johnny Can't Read 
Corte Maderans Favor Open Space

The California Association of 
Teachers of English calls atten­ 
tion in its spring newsletter to a 
seldom-mentioned reason why 
Johnny can’t read. 
In an article entitled “ Pre- 
Adolescents Need Reading 
Choices,” the newsletter ob­ 
serves: 
“ The materials in the state 
adopted readers and in state 
texts adopted in the various 
subject fields ... are unlikely 
vehicles for building pleasure in 
reading.” 


IN THE ENDLESS debates 
over the teaching of reading, 
virtually all the attention has 
been given to methods: word 
recognition (“ look-say”) versus 
a wide assortment of Phonetic 
and phonetically oriented ap­ 
proaches. But little has been 
said about what children are 
given to read. 
Whether or not Dick and Jane 
and their successors introduce 
vocabulary scientifically or 
reinforce word recognition, 
they are not likely to capture 
the interest of boys and girls. 
The child who enters school 
eager to learn to read may soon 
wonder whether it is worth­ 
while bothering, since the books 
that are given him are not 
worth reading. 
One of the few educators to 
face up to this is Max Rafferty, 
former California state superin­ 
tendent who wrote in “ What 


Pueblo's 
Skipper 
To Retire 


SAN DIEGO (AP) — Former 
Pueblo Skipper Lloyd M. Buch­ 
er will retire June 1 after 22 
years in the Navy, his wife 
Rose said today. 
“ We haven't decided on the 
future,” she said. “ We’ll make 
some decisions after we return 
from a trip to Europe.” 
Mrs. Bucher was interviewed 
by telephone from Guam, 
where her Navy commander 
husband returned Monday after 
commanding an element of the 
U.S. minesweeper force clear­ 
ing mines from North Vietnam­ 
ese waters. 
In the interview with the San 
Diego Evening Tribune, she ex­ 
pressed “ mixed feelings” about 
Bucher’s decision to retire. 
Bucher, 45, was commander of 
the Navy spy ship Pueblo when 
it was captured by a North 
Korean naval force Jan. 23, 
1968. 
The crew spent 11 months in 
captivity before being released. 
After a three-month court of 
inquiry, a panel of five admi­ 
rals recommended that Bucher 
be tried by general court-mar­ 
tial for surrendering his ship. 
But Secretary of the Navy John 
Chafee ruled Bucher and his 
crew had “ suffered enough.” 
None of the Pueblo crewmen 
was decorated for bravery de­ 
spite what they described as 
barbaric treatment and testi­ 
mony of heroism in the captivi­ 
ty* 
The ordeal was presented ac­ 
curately by a March 29 televi­ 
sion documentary, “ Pueblo” by 
the American Broadcasting Co., 
Mrs. Bucher said. 
But Mrs. Bucher said she was 
unhappy with the portrayal of 
her by actress Mary Fickett.

They Are Doing To Your Chil­ 
dren” (1963): 
“ Did you ever stop to wonder 
why a child learns to read? Not 
to please the teacher. Not even 
to please Mom and Pop. He 
reads to please himself. He has 
to be interested enough in what 
is happening on page one to 
want to tackle the new words 
on page two, and so on through 
the book. I submit that for 
more than a decade now we 
have been systematically emas­ 
culating the children’s books 
until no child worth his salt 
could conceivably be fascinated 
by anything that goes on inside 
their covers.” 
In the 10 years since Rafferty 
wrote that, readers have been 
revised to include “ minority 
groups” in all the stories, and 
are now being revised some 
more to please the women’s 
libbers. But little or no effort 
has been made to make the 
stories interesting. 


THE CALIFORNIA Associa­ 
tion of Teachers of English, 
aware of this, and aware also 
that texts are not the products 
of first-class writers anyhow, 
proposes to attack the problem 
through greater use of school 
and public libraries. 
“ Teachers and parents must 
come to an understanding of 
the role of leisure reading in 
materials of the child’s own 
choice,” its newsletter says. 
“ Leisure reading creates the 
reader.” 
A very small curtsey in this 
direction was made in “ Criteria 
for Evaluating Instructional 
Materials in Literature, Kinder­ 
garten Through Grade Eight,” 
submitted this week to the state 
Board of Education by a com­ 
mittee of the Curriculum Devel­ 
opment and Supplemental Ma­ 
terials Commission. 
Under “Nature and Functions 
of Content,” it lists as No. 1: 
“ Provide students with a litera­ 
ture program which will height­ 
en personal interest in read­ 
ing.” 
The rest of the five-page cri­ 
teria is concerned with matters 
the committee apparently feels 
require greater emphasis. 
At the same. meeting, the 
state board also was presented 
with criteria for evaluating in­ 
structional materials in reading 
and in “ English and related 
su b jects,” kindergarten 
through eighth grade. Neither 
of these even mentioned provid­ 
ing interesting material to en­ 
courage learning to read. 


IN THE CLIMAX of a series 
of storyettes in “ Off We Go 
With Stories,” one cf the Cali­ 
fornia State Reading Series, 
two children and their father 
arrive home from a vacation 
trip. They hear a noise in a 
tree, and Mark (the boy) sees a 
squirrel stick its head out. The 
“ adventure” concludes: 
“ Mark and Janet laughed. 
They thought their surprises 
were all over, but here was 
another surprise — right in 
their own backyard.” 
Recognizing that the Mark 
and Janet in the classroom may 
be something less than enrap­ 
tured with such a sensational 
denouement (and with the simi­ 
lar vapidity which has gone 
before it), the California Asso­ 
ciation of Teachers of English 
suggests that the libraries step 
in to fill the void. 
It does not suggest that the 
texts be junked in favor of 
something worth learning to 
read. 


A survey of Corte Maderans 
shows the town evenly divided 
on the issue of the Ernest W. 
Hahn regional shopping center, 
heavily in favor of an open 
space bond election, to buy 
ridgetop and marsh lands, and 
vigorously opposed to more low 
and moderate income housing 
in the town. 
The Corte Madera Town 
Meeting Monday gave the town 
council results of its community 
survey.

On that 
subject 192 residents, had no 
opinion, and 145 didn’t answer 
the question. 
Asked how much they would 
be willing to pay for acquiring 
open space in Corte Madera, 
1,033 persons said they’d pay 
$40 a year in taxes on a $40,000 
home. Agreement was also reg­ 
istered by 576 who said they’d 
pay $20 a year, and another 589 
who said they’d be willing to 
pay $10 a year for open space 
— 845 said they wouldn’t sup­ 
port an open space bond mea­ 
sure. 
In setting land acquisition 
priorities in the event an open 
space bond election was ap­ 
proved, the favorite choice was

Only 886 residents felt there 
would* be additional moderate 
and low income housing in 
Corte Madera — 2,027 disa­ 
greed. 
A majority of respondents felt 
that new' housing in the town 
should be single-family houses 
only, and a similar majority 
favored slow growth, about 1 
per cent a year. 
Recent public hearings on re­ 
development and the Hahn 
shopping center have indicated 
that the town is fairly evenly 
divided on the shopping center 
issue, and the results of the 
survey are not particularly sur­ 
prising. 
A feature of the survey — 
perhaps the most complete one 
a Marin small community ever 
attempted — is the picture it 
paints of a typical Corte Mader- 
an. 
Relying on the statistics, it 
shows him or her to be between 
36 and 50 years old, owning a 
home, married, with some col­ 
lege education, in a household 
of two to three persons. 
The typical Corte Madera 
family has an income between 
$15,000 and $30,000, owns two 
cars, the husband works in San 
Francisco or the Peninsula, 
travels to work by car, and the 
family does most of its shop­ 
ping in Corte Madera. 
The typical Corte Mderan, 
again according to the survey 
results, feels there’s a need for 
better public transportation, 
and would go to work by bus if 


there were a good bus service. 
He or she considers the exist­ 
ing Highway 101 crossover in 
Corte Madera unsafe for bicy­ 
cles, pedestrians and children, 
and thinks there should be a 
shuttle bus service between 
East and West Corte Madera. 
He or she is satisfied with the 
town’s police and fire services, 
but favors pooling police, fire, 
recreation and street and sewer 
maintenance services with 
Larkspur. 
The citizens were evenly div­ 
ided on the question of w'hcther 
the town council is responsive 
to the needs of its citizens, but 
only 789 persons felt communi­ 
cations between the town and 
its residents are adequate — 
1,831 felt they weren’t. 
Communications could best 
be improved by a community 
newsletter, answered 2,453 resi­ 
dents. 
The largest single response — 
2,947 — was from residents who 
felt that official public hearings 
of the town council and plan­ 
ning commission should be held 
in a place large enough to seat 
everyone... in the last year 
public hearings in the town hall 
have been marked by overflows 
into the street, with residents 
sitting on the floor and jammed 
against the walls of the tiny 
council chambers.

Some Advice On 
Outboard Motors 


The outboard motor is truly a marvelous, 
versatile machine. Invented and developed almost 
entirely on this continent, it’s a tribute to Ameri­ 
can ingenuity. Nothing so portable can deliver so 
much power for so little weight, with such 
economy. 
Yet so ma ny o f its ca pa bili­ 
ties a nd functio ns a re misun­ 
dersto o d. 
Fo r insta nce, a bo a ter I kno w 
wa s bewildered beca use the 10 
ho rsepo wer o utbo a rd mo to r he 
used o n a sma ll runa bo ut bo a t 
wo uldn’t push his sa iling dinghy 
ha lf a s fa st, y et the dinghy wa s 
sma ller a nd lighter. He used 
the mo to r a s a n a ux ilia ry . 
It wa s ha rd to ex pla in tha t 
the runa bo ut hull ha d been de­ 
signed a fter ma ny y ea rs o f tria l 
a nd erro r strictly fo r pro pulsio n 
by a n o utbo a rd mo to r, wherea s 
the sa iling cra ft’s hull wa s the 
pro duct o t centuries o f the 
sa me tria l a nd erro r fo r pro pul­ 
sio n a nd sta bility under sa il. 
And the two aren’t necessari­ 
ly comptabile. 
There was one other factor 
too. The transom on the sail­ 
boat was so high that the out­ 
board’s prop was not low 
enough to be working in undis­ 
turbed water. 
An outboard motor just can’t 
be- as efficient on a sailboat 
when used as an auxiliary, as it 
can be on a planing hull de­ 
signed for it. This question of 
outboard efficiency is an inter­ 
esting topic as many of the 
questions we are asked indi­ 
cate: 
Q. I a m buy ing a n o utbo a rd 
mo unting bra cket to a tta ch 
a n a ux ilia ry to my sa ilbo a t (it 
ha s i^keel) — where sho uld I 
mo unt it? * 
A. Consider mounting the 
bracket off to one side on the 
stern, so that the prop has solid 
undisturbed water to work in. If 
the motor is mounted directly 
on the center line of the boat, 
right behind the keel, it's just 
churning up water that is al­ 
ready turbulent. It will be more 
efficient offset. Try it. 
Q. When I ma ke a turn my 
o utbo a rd mo to r so metimes 
speeds up a nd runs wild. The 
bo a t slo ws do wn until I sta rt 
to run stra ight a ga in . . .? 
A. This is an all too common 
problem. Racing of the motor is 
caused by “ cavitation.” This is 
the result of the prop being too 
close to the surface. It sucks air 
into its slipstream and churns 
around in a “ cavity" of air and 
foam. Naturally this has less 
resistance than water, so the 
motor speeds up. Maybe your 
motor is too high or tilted too 
far forward. 
Q. My dea ler set the tilt o n 
my o utbo a rd but it do esn’t 
seem to be right. Ho w do I 
check it? 
A. Dealers develop a lot of 
know-how' and I wouldn't be too 
quick to change his setting. 
First try distributing the load in 
the boat.

mid-forties. For this reason I 
would hesitate to suggest a 
switch now when shares are 
close to the low end of their 
cycle. Several factors suggest 
an upturn in trading levels de­ 
spite the profit margin squeeze 
apparent in the March quarter. 
At that time earnings rose 1 per 
cent year-to-year on a 14 per 
cent climb in sales. Although 
price increases of 3.21 per cent 
have been granted, not all of 
this has been taken by Nabisco 
at this time. Furthermore, 
wheat and materials costs are 
also thought to have peaked. 
It is from foreign operations 
that the greatest growth is ex­ 
pected. Expenses incurred in 
achieving market penetration 
in 19 foreign countries are now 
largely behind. Thus, profits 
from these operations are io- 
creasing more rapidly than 
sales. In 1969, 25 per cent of 
company sales and 8 per cent of 
earnings were derived over­ 
seas. Last year the proportions 
had moved to 29 per cent of 
sales and 17 per cent of income. 
For the current year some 20 
per cent of earnings should 
come from foreign sales. Tax 
loss carryforwards from sever­ 
al subsidiaries will also be a 
factor in earnings gains. 
Diversification in recent 
years into non-food areas, now 
accounting for 10 per cent of 
sales, will help offset the cycli­ 
cal nature of the company’s 
business.

A sewage system for down­

Tight Money 
Is Concern 
Of Builders 


SAN FR ANCISCO (AP) - 
Tight money siphoning poten­ 
tial construction money into 
other investments is the build­ 
ing industry’s chief concern 
right now, a spokesman says. 
“ Inflation is rampant and the 
classic response is tight mon­ 
ey,” George C. Martin, presi­ 
dent of the National Association 
of Home Builders, said Tues­ 
day. 
When yield for U.S. Treasury 
bills exceeds 5.5 per cent, build­ 
ers begin worrying about a flow 
of money away from normal 
channels, Martin told the Na­ 
tional Mortgage Conference 
here. 
“ In the first week of April the 
bill rate was 6.5 per cent, and it 
is still higher than anything we 
have seen since the money 
crunch of 1969-70,” Martin said. 
Martin said rising interest 
rates affect home builders in 
these ways: 
—If mortgage interest rates 
increase 1 per cent, housing 
starts decline by 150,000 units. 
—A decline in housing pro­ 
duction causes a decrease in 
sales of existing homes in a I Vi 
or 3 to 1 ratio. That means a 
decline of 400,000 sales of exist­ 
ing homes. 
—A 1 per cent interest rate 
increase in monthly payments 
removes an estimated Vi mil­ 
lion families from the potential 
home buying market. 


Boy Saved 
From Pool 
Drowning 


A 12-year-old Petaluma boy 
was saved from drowning in a 
swimming pool at a Petaluma 
apartment complex yesterday 
at 4:30 p.m. after fast action by 
alert neighbors. 
Leo Bertao, 1200 D Street, 
was reported in good condition 
at Hillcrest Hospital. 
Police said the boy’s mother, 
Mrs. Agostino Bertao, saw him 
lying unconscious at the bottom 
of the pool from her second 
floor apartment. Since Mrs. 
Bertao cannot speak English, 
she rapped loudly on her win­ 
dow until she got the attention 
of a neighbor and pointed to the 
pool area. 
Officers said Larry Vogersen, 
28, immediately dove into the 
pool and lifted the boy from the 
bottom. Another neighbor, John 
Hallenbarter, 24, helped pull 
the boy from the water and 
gave artificial respiration until 
he began breathing on his own 
and an ambulance crew ar­ 
rived.

Three of Marin County’s largest departments — 
health, welfare and probation — were merged 
yesterday by county supervisors in what was 
described as a move “ to improve the delivery of 
services.” 
The board's action, on a 3-to-2 
vote, named Welfare Director 
Betty L. Presley to head the 
new “ superagency” which will 
become operational July 1 as 
the Department of Health and 
Human Services. (Other super­ 
visors stories, pages 44 and 45.) 
Supervisors Michael Wornum 
and Gary T. Giacomini sided 
with the majority of the large 


audience in calling for further 
study of the consolidation, 
which will create one depart­ 
ment with 600 employees and a 
$20 million annual budget. 
They were outvoted, however, 
by fellow supervisors Peter R. 
Arrigoni Jr. and Robert A. Uou- 
miguiere who agreed with 
Chairman Arnold M. Baptiste's 
comments that the consolida- 


one form or another, for five 
years and that it was time to 
act. 
The consolidation plan was 
submitted last month by County 
Administrator John F. Bar­ 
rows, who has said that while 
little or no money will be saved, 
services and efficiency will be 
improved. 
Miss Presley and a special 
staff are to spend one year 
studying how to implement the 
reorganization during fiscal 
1974-75. She will have authority 
over the three departments dur­ 
ing that one-year period, even 
though they will be operating 
much as they are now. 
Her special staff will have a 
budget next year of about $75,- 
000, which supervisors said they 
will appropriate during June 
budget sessions. 


The consolidation was ap­ 
proved despite the pleas of 
Chief Probation Officer John \V. 
Brewer, backed by many in the 
audience, that his department 
not be included. 


Brewer reasoned that the pro­ 
bation department is more 
closely aligned with the erimi- 
nal-justice field than with social 
services. 


Supported by members of the 
Probation Workers Union, he 
asked supervisors to delay a 
decision until after next week's 
hearing on a proposed depart­ 
ment of corrections, into which, 
he said, his department would 
more properly fit 


Others in the audience voiced 
similar opinions, some calling 
for a committee or task force to 
study the consolidation and 
present “ hard figures” which 


they said are lacking in Bar­ 
rows' proposal. 
Winifred S. Frederick of the 
Irate Taxpayers of Marin ac­ 
knowledged that more efficien­ 
cy and better services are need­ 
ed 
but 
said 
the 
•county 
administrator hadn't consid­ 
ered other methods of achiev­ 
ing the goal. Nothing except "to 
create new and larger conglom­ 
erate departments,” she said. 
While opposing inclusion of 
the probation department, she 
said "the real problem'' with 
the proposal is the massive 
health department, which was 
consolidated from 10 agencies 
two years ago. 
"Not only has that consolida­ 
tion not produced any notable 
improvement in service but the 
budget has risen while employ­ 
ee morale has drooped.” she

Marin Woman To Guide 
Raft Full Of Strangers 


LAS PALMAS. Spain (UPH — 
A 36-year-old Marin woman, 
Mary Gidley, will serve as nav­ 
igator on a transatlantic voyage 
aboard a raft that will throw- 12 
strangers from 11 countries to­ 
gether for three months. 


Mrs. Gidley lived for some 
years in the Sausalito Yacht 
Harbor with her former hus­ 
band. Cass Gidley, and two 
children. More recently she 
lived in San Rafael. 


The voyage aboard the 56-ton 
raft Alcali is being organized 
by Santiago Genoves, a Mexi­ 
can anthropologist who said he 
planned the trip as a social 
behavior experiment. 


Six months of planning and 
$250,000 expense have gone into 
the experiment, which critics 
have called a “ sex raft. 
Genoves denies this, saying 


he hopes to confirm his theory 
that human conflicts are moti­ 
vated by basic instincts such as 
sexual drives and greed but are 
not inherent. 
The raft, due to leave today 
or tomorrow, is to drift across 
the Atlantic carrying two Jews, 
an Arab, an African, a black 
American, a Swede, a Greek, a 
French woman, a Japanese and 
a Uruguayan, in addition to 
Genoves and Mrs. Gidley. 
Boxes of predetermined men­ 
us have been stored aboard as 
well as a supply of water to be 
used at the rate of one-half 
gallon a day. There will be no 
books aboard and the only radio 
is only for transmitting. 
The crew\ headed by a Swed­ 
ish woman skipper, will “ be 
very close together both physi­ 
cally and mentally for the next 
three months,” Genoves said.

May Shut 


Time may be running out for 
tiny Tiburon School. 
Reed School District trustees 
last night were told by Supt. 
Ralph D. Giovanniello that en­ 
rollment has dropped to the 
point that it isn't economical to 
run it any more. 
The school, with a present 
enrollment of 77 with three 
teachers, was slated to be 
closed in the fall of 1970, but a 
strong showing of support by 
parents persuaded the board to 
keep it open. 
No such showing was made 
last night, when Giovanniello 
presented four choices to the 
board, three of them involving 
closing Tiburon School. 
The choices are closing Tib­ 
uron School, moving kindergar­ 
ten and first grade class to 
Belvedere School and second 
graders to Reed School; closing 
Tiburon School, moving its stu­ 
dents to Reed School and add­ 
ing a third grade to the existing 
kindergarten through second 
grades at Belvedere School; 
closing Tiburon and moving all 
classes to Reed School, and 
leaving the schools the way 
they are. 
The 
makeup of Tiburon 
School has changed over the 
years as the number of children 
living in its attendance area 
has declined, said Giovanniello. 
“ Belvedere School is a real 
neighborhood school, hut we've 
been bringing in other children 
to Tiburon School recently and 
it’s no longer a neighborhood 
school,” said Giovanniello. 
He said the board will discuss 
the choices at its next meeting 
at 8 p.m. next Tuesday at Del 
Mar School. 
In an unrelated action, the 
board accepted the resignation 
of Mike B. Meagher, principal 
of Reed.

River To Recede

The Mississippi River, flood­ 
ing its banks for the 59th 
straight day yesterday, is ex­ 
pected to begin slowly receding 
this week but remain over­ 
flowed at least until June 1. 
The river broke previous 
•flood records set in 1844 when it 
was at flood levels for 58 days. 
The Army Corps of Engineers 
said the river had been over the 
flood stage at St. Louis since 
March IO. 
The corps noted the river was 
not expected to go below flood 
levels until June A spokesman 
noted this would exceed an 80- 
-day flood recorded in a 432- 
year- old journal kept by the 
explorer DeSoto.

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An Apology 


BELFAST (UPI) - A British 
government minister has apolo­ 
gized for an attempt by the 
army to force a 16-year-old 
Roman Catholic youth to spy, 
but the 
case touched off a 
House of Commons move to 
probe 
any other such army 
actions. 
“ I will see it does not happen 
again," said Defense Secretary 
Lord Carrington. “ Appropriate 
disciplinary action has been 
taken." 
The case and its background 
was related yesterday by Gerry 
Fitt, a leader of the Catholic-led 
Social Democratic and Labor 
party and a member of parlia­ 
ment in Londaon. 
He said the youth, a Belfast 
porter, told him the army was 
blackmailing him to pass on 
information about activities of 
suspected 
Irish 
Republican 
Army members using the hotel. 
The youth, he said, was taken 
by troops to a police station, 
where he signed a statement 
confessing that he had an affair 
with the wife of a jailed IRA 
man. 


Cong Peace Plan 


PARIS (UPI) - The Viet 
Cong said today there can be no 
permanent peace in Vietnam 
unless the cease-fire there is 
enforced The Communists sub­ 
mitted a three-point plan to end 
all hostilites. 


Viet Cong Minister of State 
Nguyen Van Hieu presented the 
Communist proposal at the 10th 
meeting between Viet Cong and 
Saigon n egotiators aim ed at 
charting the political future of 
South Vietnam. 


The proposal calls for imme­ 
diate withdrawal by troops of 
both sides to the lines they held 
Jan. 
28 when the cease-fire 
went into effect. 


A Concession 


NEW DELHI (UPI) - Indian 
officials said today that the 
king of Sikkim agreed last night 
to surrender some of his pow­ 
ers, but not his status, to make 
way for a more democratic 
government in his tiny but stra­ 
tegic Himalayan state. 


The agreement followed a re­ 
volt by some political leaders in 
April for more democratic pow­ 
ers and a decision by India to 
take over the administration of 
the kingdom.

SAIGON (UPI) - North Viet­ 
nam today broadcast its first 
post-truce charge that Ameri­ 
c a n s to rtu re d C om m u n ist 
POWs, alleging atrocities that 
ranged from “ brutal beatings” 
to “ surgical experim ents.” 
It said up to 40 per cent of the 
returned Communist prisoners 
of war suffered mental disor­ 
ders. 
Hanoi’s Vietnam News Agen­ 
cy VNA, in a broadcast heard 
in Saigon, said in one case, U.S. 
troops beat and mistreated a 
Com m unist war prisoner so 
badly that he is now a para­ 
plegic. 


Holy Year Set 


VATICAN CITY (UPI) - 
Pope Paul VI today announced 
the first Holy Year of the space 
age, bringing Roman Catholic 
pilgrims from around the world 
to Rome in 1975. 
The pontiff said the theme of 
the Holy Y’ear would be “ the 
interior renewal of m an" to 
bring mankind back to a knowl­ 
edge of God. 
This will be first such event 
since 1950 and the 25th since the 
year 1300, when Pope Boniface 
VHI called on C atholics to 
make a penitential pilgrimage 
to the reputed tombs in Rome 
of the apostles Peter and Paul. 


Attack Area 


BEIRUT (UPI) - Lebanese 
army units in Beirut and in a 
large region of southern Leba­ 
non were attacked today with 
heavy barrages of rockets and 
mortar fire, an army commu­ 
nique siad. 
The fighting broke out last 
night, only m inutes after a 
cease-fire was announced be­ 
tween the government and Pa­ 
lestinian guerrilla forces after a 
week of often heavy fighting.

Sees a big coverup 


Club Fraud 
Linked 
To Generals 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A top 
Army enlisted man convicted of 
conspiring with others in a 
racketeering ring to defraud 
U S. military clubs says there 
was a “ big coverup” of wrong­ 
doings that probably stretched 
into the ranks of the generals. 


Former Sgt. Maj. William O. 
Wooldridge made the accusa­ 
tion in testimony he gave to 
in vestigators for the Senate 
Permanent 
Investigating sub­ 
committee last March. The tes­ 
timony was released Tuesday 
during a hearing at which he 
and three other coconspirators 
told of widespread corruption in 
the clubs and coverup efforts 
by their superiors. 


Wooldridge, 
who was then 
with the 1st Infantry Division in 
Vietnam, said Army Chief of 
Staff William Westmoreland or­ 
dered an investigation of the 
scheme in 1968 after the Senate 
subcommittee began making in­ 
quiries. The division command 
also started its own inquiry, he 
said. 


W ooldridge said it w as a 
“ very unusual procedare” for 
the Chief of Staff’s office to 
interfere in such a situation.

By Agnew 


CHARLOTTESVILLE, V a. 
(UPI) — Vice President Spiro T. 
Agnew, who last week called 
for an end to hostility between 
the adm inistration and the 
news m edia, Tuesday com ­ 
pared reporting of the Water­ 
gate affair to 
McCarthyism, 
saying the media had “ tres­ 
passed the bounds of proprie­ 
ty.” 
Agnew said reporting of the 
Watergate scandal was “ based 
on hearsay, investigative re­ 
porting which has not been 
verified, and rum ors.” 
In a speech and question and 
answer session at the Universi­ 
ty of Virginia, he singled out 
the W ashington Post, which 
won a Pulitzer Prize Monday 
for its Watergate coverage, for 
p a r t i c u l a r c r i t i c i s m . He 
charged that a story it pub­ 
lished last month about former 
Attorney 
G eneral 
John N. 
Mitchell was based on “ double 
hearsay, at the very least.” 
Agnew’s com m ents echoed 
those of Sen. William Proxmire. 
D-Wis., often a major critic of 
the adm inistration, who a c ­ 
cused the p ress Monday of 
printing “ sensational” stories 
that were “ McCarthyism at its 
worst.” The reference was to 
the tactics of the late Sen. 
Joseph McCarthy used to root 
out communism in the early 
1950s. 
Answering questions for more 
than an hour from many of the 
4,000 persons in the audience, 
Agnew said he felt that the 
facts in the Watergate case 
would have emerged eventually 
without the recent massive con­ 
centration of the news media. 
He said some reporters had 
“ overblown” their importance 
in bringing out the truth. 
“ In their zealousness to be 
sure they get the maximum 
potential fact over to the public, 
they 
have 
tresp assed 
the 
bounds of propriety,” he said. 
“ There is a very short jump 
from the McCarthy techniques 
to what is going on right now in 
the W atergate.”

U .S. D istrict Court Ju d ge 
Matt Byrne told attorneys he 
would “ like to hear some argu­ 
ment” on a defense motion for 
a directed acquittal. 
The judge at one point asked 
attorneys “ speaking hypotheti­ 
cally, what if, after I ruled, 
there was nothing left (for the 
defendants) to appeal?” The 
defendants would have nothing 
to appeal if they were declared 
innocent. 
The defense has filed several 
motions 
for d i s m i s s a l 
of 
charges based on several accu­ 
sations. 
The accusation s include a 
charge that White House aides 
broke into the office of Ells- 
berg’s psychiatrist and rifled 
his files and that Byrne was 
called to the Western White 
House at San Clemente, during 
the course of the trial, and was 
offered the FBI directorship at 
a meeting that President Nixon 
himself attended briefly.

Grace Hughes, chairman of 
Marin Alternative, urged fur­ 
ther study of the administra­ 
tor’s proposal. “ We are con­ 
cerned 
that

result in worse, not better, de­ 
livery of services," she said. 
“ Overly large departments, 
covering a wide range of div­ 
erse activities, tend to discour­ 
age decision making at the 
delivery level.” 
Others urging more study in­ 
cluded spokesmen from the 
Comprehensive Health Plan­ 
ning Council. Child and Youth 
Mental Health Committee, 
Community Action Marin, Ju ­ 
venile Justice Commission, the 
Superior Court and about 10 
persons not representing orga­ 
nizations. 
Among those supporting it 
was Dr. Donovan O. Cooke, 
head of the health department, 
who said the advantages out­ 
weighed tin* disadvantages. 
Differing with Mrs. Freder­ 
ick. ho said his department’s 
earlier consolidation had shown 
“ there are benefits to be gained 
but it takes awhile for them to 
show up.” 
Barrows agreed, and present­ 
ed figures showing the health 
department was operating at 
about the same cost as three 
years ago when it was many 
separate departments. 
Marion Kelly of the Marin 
Volunteer Bureau appeared to 
sum up the position of those 
supporting the proposal when 
he said it “ provides for a mech­ 
anism to do the planning that is 
asked far . and the authority 
to do it.” 
Chairman Baptiste agreed 
saying it was time to force 
consolidation on the depart­ 
ments to eliminate duplication 
and “ provide better delivery of 
services.” To leave it to the 
departments to eliminate dupli­ 
cation through a cooperative 
effort as some had proposed 
would fail, he said, because of 
“ territorial barriers” which 
surround each department. 
Supervisor Arrigoni agreed, 
adding that no speaker had 
disputed the need for improved

“ We need a vehicle with teeth 
in it to force better services," 
said Supervisor Roumiguiere.

This raised speculation that fur­ 
ther expected indictments by a 
federal grand jury might be 
delayed. 
Now defense secretary, Rich­ 
ardson said he had consulted 
more than 80 persons in his 
search for an independent pros­ 
ecutor and that he had com­ 
piled a list with “ a large num­ 
ber 
of 
n a m e s" 
for 
consideration. He said he would 
be asking advice from various 
legal organizations and individ­ 
uals, including former Chief 
Justice Earl Warren. 
He told the Senate Judiciary 
Committee, headed hv Sen. 
James O. Eastland. D-Miss.. 
that he would welcome Senate 
approval of his choice and “ if 
the Senate did not concur, I 
would feel obliged to propose 
another selection.” 
A former presidential aide, 
Charles W. Colson, appeared at 
the federal courthouse this 
morning, presumably to testify 
before the Watergate grand 
jury. It was expected that he 
wanted to tell his version of E. 
Howard Hunt’s preparation of 
fake .State Department cables 
to implicate the Kennedy ad­ 
ministration in the 196.3 assassi­ 
nation of South Vietnamese 
President Ngo Dinh Diem. 
Hunt, who pleaded guilty in 
the January trial of the original 
Watergate Seven, has told the 
grand jury that he copied 240 
secret diplomatic documents af­ 
ter Colson asked him to see if 
the Kennedy administration 
had a hand in Diem’s murder. 
An attorney with Colson said 
his client was appearing volun­ 
tarily. 
Richardson, in his testimony, 
said he would arrange his 
choices for special prosecutor 
in order of priority and submit 
the names to the presidents of 
the American Bar Association, 
the American College of Trial 
Lawyers and “ certain other in­ 
dividuals." 
Eastland asked how Richard­ 
son felt about hav ing his choice 
approved by the entire Senate. 
“ If the Senate did not con­ 
cur.** 
Richardson said. “ I 
would feel obligated to propose 
another selection." 
Richardson 
said 
he 
had 
sought recommendations for 
the special prosecutor post 
from the presidents of the bar 
and trial lawyers associations, 
judges, prosecuting attorneys, 
practicing lawyers, members of 
Congress and various other per­ 
sons. 
Richardson was given overall 
command of the government 
investigation of the Watergate 
scandal by President Nixon last 
week. Richardson, now defense 
secretary, announced Monday 
he would choose a special pros­ 
ecutor, who would be answera­ 
ble only to him. 
There had been strong pres­ 
sure from Republicans and 
Democrats alike for selection of 
a special prosecutor, and some 
criticism has continued since 
Richardson’s Monday an­ 
nouncement because critics 
contended the prosecutor still 
would not be entirely independ­ 
ent 
Richardson said he had “ a 
large number of names” of 
prospects. He said the next step 
would Ik * to draw up a list in 
the order of priority to submit 
to Warren and the others. 
Richardson had no formal 
statement as the hearing began 
in a crowded room. Eastland 
asked him whether he had a 
biography of himself. As Rich­ 
ardson shuffled some papers 
and indicated that he did, East­ 
land asked: 
“ Did you ever hear of the 
Watergate affair?” 
The audience laughed and 
Richardson said. ‘‘Yes, Mr. 
Chairman.” Eastland came 
right back with: “ What are you 
going to do about it?” Then 
followed Richardson’s remarks 
about choosing a special prose­ 
cutor.

Ex-Millionaire

RENO, Nev. (UPI) - The 


Internal Revenue Service yes­ 
terday began its attempt to 
collect $1.31 million in back 
taxes from onetime uranium 
millionaire Charles Steen rath­ 
er than the $434,154 a bankrupt­ 
cy referee ruled he owed. 


Steen said recently he consid­

Thompson crucial in his fight to 
ward off bankruptcy. Steen was 
declared bankrupt by referee 
Robert Woodward in March, 
but Steen said he would appeal 
the ruling. 


At one time Steen controlled 
more than 90 per cent of the 
U.S. uranium production and 
made millions of dollars from a 
Utah uranium mine in the mid 
1950s.

The other new face elected 
was Roy Clay, 43, a manage­ 
ment consultant and board 
chairman of the Palo .Alto Med­ 
ical Research Foundation, who 
is considered conservative and 
got 8,305 votes. He thus became 
the first black ever elected to 
the Palo Alto Council.

Study Set 


In Petaluma 


The Petaluma City Council 
approved a study yesterday to 
see if computers can smooth 
city operations and save money 
in the future. 
On a 4-to-2 vote, with council­ 
men John W. Canavagh Jr. and 
Robert A. Brunner dissenting, 
the council employed the firm 
of Gottfried Consultants Inc. of 
Los Angeles to conduct the 
study at a cost of $11,890. Coun­ 
cilman Robert A. Daly was 
absent. 
Councilman Fred V. Mattei, 
who chaired a study committee 
also made up of councilmen 
William A. Perry Jr. and Rich­ 
ard W. Clecak, recommended 
the study to find out if Petalu­ 
ma really needs a computer 
and how much it would cost. 
Mattei said that after the first 
phase of the study is completed 
at a cost of $6,000, the remain­ 
ing part of the contract can be 
terminated

Charpentier Estate 
Subject Of Lawsuit 


The surviving brother of a 
Black Point man who parlayed 
his dishwasher’s earning into 
more than half a million dollars 
on the stock market yesterday 
filed a Marin Superior Court 
suit to inherit the estate. 
Louis Charpentier asked the 
court to order that BanR of 
America, as administrator of 
the estate, and heirs be re­ 
quired to hold in trust for him 
all the property left by the late 
George J. Charpentier. 
The brother died last Dec. 9 
at the age of 70. He willed 
$1,000 to Bessie Parker of Nova­ 
to, a friend; his house in Black 
Point to two other friends, Mr. 
and Mrs. James B. Sanders; 
$10,000 each to Guide Dogs for 
the Blind and Our Lady of 
Loretto Church in Novato, and 
the balance to the state of 
California. 
During probate hearings, 
Louis Charpentier argued un­ 
successfully that his brother 
was not sane and had not 
drawn the will legally. 
In his civil complaint yester­ 
day, Louis Charpentier claimed 
that in 1970 he agreed to give 
up his home of 30 years in San 
Francisco in order to live near 
George and Ferdinand, another 
brother who died in 1970. 
Louis claimed the brothers 
had agreed that all their estates 


should go to the survivor. His 
suit states he went to the ex­ 
pense of commuting to and 
from San Francisco to be near 
the other brothers, gave up his 
home and deprived himself of 
long-time social contacts in San 
Francisco to keep his part of 
the bargain, but that he inherit­ 
ed only a valueless piece of 
land in return.

SAN FRANCISCO (APi - San 
Francisco’s newest convention 
hotel, the Hyatt Regency, has 
opened at the Embarcadero 
near the waterfront. 
One side of the exterior re­ 
sembles giant steps jogging up­ 
ward to the skyline, a design 
which provides an open balcony 
for each of the 840 rooms. 
The interior features a lobby 
as long as a football field and 
includes sunken conversation 
pits and a huge geometric 
sphere sculpture titled Eclipse.

The board promised to seek 
ways to rehire the teachers — 
all probationary employees 
with low seniority — at later 
meetings. Supt. John F. Plank 
explained that state law re­ 
quires notification by May 15 ot 
any teachers who won’t be* re­ 
hired, or they automatically 
keep their jobs 
Teachers, an attorney, par­ 
ents and trustees discussed nu­ 
merous ideas for keeping the 
young teachers, and debated at 
length whether some high 
school teachers with even less 
seniority should not lose their 
jobs instead. 
Plank recommended and the 
board approved the recommen­ 
dation bv state hearing officer 
Jerome C. Herst that all the 
dismissals be from the elemen­ 
tary district staff 
The dismissal issue was com­ 
plicated last night by a legal 
decision involving Santa Barba­ 
ra schools i now on appeal be­ 
fore the California Supreme 
Court) which raises the possibil­ 
ity that San Rafael may have to 
establish separate governing 
hoards for its two districts. 
Board Chairman Herman L.

Year-Round School Plan 
Approved Over Protest 


The Petaluma Board of Edu­ 
cation last night approved an 
unstaggered. 15-15 plan for op­ 
erating Penngrove Elementary 
School year round but not with­ 
out protest from parents in the 
area. 
Casting the onlv dissenting 
vote. Trustee Daniel B. Plum* 
ley called for more study on the 
plan already in effect at Cherry 
Valley School. 


Plum ley also questioned 
whether the retention rate is 
really higher among students in 
the 45-15 plan, a factor cited by 
proponents. 
According 
to 
a 
survey 
presented by Penngrove School 
principal John K. Anderson, of 
the 165 families eligible to vote 
on the proposed plan. 54 per 
cent approved and 43 per cent 
were opposed. 


Plumlev. referring to the sur­ 
vey. said the vote was tixi close 
for the board to be guided by. 
Anderson told the board that 
100 per cent of the faculty and 
the members of the citizen's 
advisory board to the school 
favored the 45-15 plan for the 
1973-74 school year. 
When the year is broken up. 
he said, there is less retention 
loss. Staff members are able to 


plan more in “ block systems of 
nine weeks" than in the tradi­ 
tional year, he said of the year- 
round plan with 45 school days 
followed by 15-dav vacations. 
He also said the plan would 
provide more curriculum flexi­ 
bility and more vacation oppor­ 
tunities for the families in the 
district. 
Opponent La Moyne Frank, a 
parent with three children in 
the district, said the plan has 
not been proven to be educa­ 
tionally sound. He also accused 
the faculty and Anderson of 
using a "sell job" on parents 
and questioned the impartiality 
of the survey taken at Penn­ 
grove. 


Frank said those parents who 
could not attend the various 
talks at the school on the plan 
were sent a packet of informa­ 
tion with 20 pages favoring and 
only one page against 45-15. 
Frank asked the board to 
wait for research from other 
schools now on the plan before 
instituting it at Penngrove. 
Robert Newman, with two 
children in the school, said it 
was a little early to put the plan 
in effect at Penngrove. 
He also said if parents don't 
like the plan, it will be hard for 
them to shift their children to 
another school in the area 
The Petaluma Board of Edu­ 
cation also:

Tiburon Boots Out 
AlgGe Sewage Firm 


Disappointed with the results 
of an algae sewage treatment 
scheme. Tiburon sanitary offi­ 
cials are looking elsewhere for 
a system which will turn sew­ 
age into almost pure water. 
Directors of the Tiburon Sani­ 
tary District Monday told Bio- 
Kinetics Co. of San Rafael to 
remove an experimental treat­ 
ment plant from the district’s 
plant on Paradise Drive. 
In place of the algae scheme, 
directors are considering a plan 
to attain tertiary treatment, 
which turns sewage into almost 
pure water, by a chemical 
process. 
Director Robert A. Sterling 
reported Zempro Inc of Wis­ 
consin has said such equipment 
would cost the district roughly 
$1.5 million, though the cost 
could be spread out over a long 
period of time on a lease-pur- 
cha^e basis. Sterling said direc­ 
tors will study that proposal 
Bio Kinetics contracted with 
the sanitary district to install 
by September equipment which 
would purify the district’s en­ 


tire sewage flow. Technical 
problems with suppliers, how­ 
ever. have delayed that timeta­ 
ble. according to the firm. 
Sanitary district directors on 
April 19 gave Bio-Kinetics until 
Monday’s meeting to come up 
with a plan assuring that the 
timetable would be met. but no 
representative of the firm 
showed up at the meeting. 
Consequently, said Sterling, 
‘ Bio-Kinetics is out.” Directors 
left it up to plant manager John 
Slovek when to tell the compa­ 
ny to remove the pilot equip­ 
ment. 
Under terms of the contract, 
the district owes Bio-Kinetics 
nothing since the company has 
failed to perform.

Eggfruit, 
aubergine, 
and 
guinea squash are other names 
for eggplant. Originally a tropi­ 
cal perennial found by early 
explorers in South America, the 
eggplant now is widely grown 
in the United States and Eu­ 
rope. 
Although at one time it was 
believed 
to 
be 
poisonous, 
eggplant is a delicacy and can 
be grown in several different 
climates and prepared many 
tempting ways. 
Right now, eggplant is a good 
buy and can be used in a hearty 
casserole or as a vegetable for 
meatless days. 
A clear, glossy color, plus 
heaviness and firmness of flesh 
indicate quality in eggplant. Be­ 
ware of the dull-skinned fruit, 
this signals overripeness and 
toughness, and it’s also dull on 
the p alate. 
Wash and dry 
eggplant and store in crisper or 
in a plastic bag in the refrigera­ 
tor. 


EGGPLANT PARMIGIANA 
1 large eggplant (about 1 lb.) 
3 tablespoons flour 
1 egg. beaten with 2 table­ 
spoons water 
W cup dry bread crumbs 
3 tablespoons olive oil 
1 quart tomato sauce 
Vi pound mozzarella cheese, 
sliced 
cup Parmesan cheese. 
grated 


After washing eggplant, cut 
off and discard a thin slice 
from stem end, then cut into 
crosswise slices about quarter 
inch thick. Dredge eggplant sli­ 
ces in flour. Dip in egg, then 
coat with breadcrumbs. Refrig­ 
erate at least a half hour 
Heat oil in a large skillet. 
Add eggplant, a few slices at a 
time, and cook over moderate 
heat until browned on both 
sides Add more oil if neces­ 
sary. 
Pour about one cup tomato 
sauce into a 24-to-3-quart shal­ 
low baking dish or casserole. 
Arrange a layer of eggplant on 
sauce. Cover with more sauce, 
then a layer of mozzarella sl­ 
ices and Parmesan cheese. Re­ 
peat with rest of eggplant, 
sauce and cheeses. 
Bake uncovered, in a preheat­ 
ed 350-degree oven for one 
hour Makes four to six serv­ 
ings.

No. you don't catch them in a 
net on a warm spring day. 
Butterfly chops, cut from the 
pork loin, are available in 
many meat markets It’s also 
easy to “ butterfly” sections of 
the loin at home 
Purchase either boneless 
pork loin or the bone-in meat. 
(If the bone is present, remove 
it by running a sharp knife 
between the bone and meat.) 
Cut the loin into slices one-and- 
a-half to two-inches thick. Cut 
each slice almost in two from 
fat side, knife parallel to sur­ 
face of meat. 
Use care to cut only to oppo­ 
site edge of chop so that the 
meat is hinged together Sepa­ 
rate and spread the two sides of 
pork so that the chop lies fairly 
flat.

The Visting Simon Collection 


By ADA GARFINKEL 
SAN FRANCISCO - How fo- 
runate for residents of the Bay 
Area that the combined wealth 
and aesthetic wisdom of indus­ 
trialist-art collector Norton Si­ 
mon — a modern-day Medici of 
the arts — has been brought to 
our midst at the California Pal­ 
ace of the Legion of Honor. 
On a year-long loan, the ex­ 
hibit of 63 French paintings and 
sculptures from the vast Simon 
collection represents the most 
important French art of the last 
three centuries. 
According to collector Simon, 
a resident of Southern Califor­ 
nia, bringing the great art of 


other nations to this country 
may “ improve communication 
at the individual, national and 
international level.” 
Sim on’s 
opinion 
is 
that 
“ a r t.. . can take people and 
open them up in a unique 
w ay .. . to look at themselves, 
which is important, since one of 
the prime problems in society 
is the need for introspection. . . 
to see others with greater sensi­ 
tivity and insight.” 
The paintings, some of them 
more than 300 years old, arc in 
a remarkable state of preserva­ 
tion and freshness. 
Whether glowing with opul­ 
ence in the Baroque portraits 


by Largilliere and Rigaud. in 
the rococo insouciance of Fra­ 
gonard. the naturalism of Dau­ 
mier and Chardin, the romanti­ 
cism of Delacroix or the 
neoclassic perfectionism of 
Ingres, these paintings reflect 
the changing political and so­ 
cial currents and spheres of 
influence of their period. 
Too. the shift from studio 
painting to the study of nature 
in “ plein-air” is represented by 
Corot, the originator of this 
procedure.

Corps Of Engineers Will Hold 
Hearing On Hahn Fill Permit 


The Corps of Engineers will 
hold a hearing on Ernest W. 
Hahn Inc.’s application to fill 69 
acres of Corte Madera land 
east of Highway 101 for a re­ 
gional shopping center on June 
5 at 7:30 p.m. in the town 
recreation center. 
Announcing the hearing. Col. 
J. L. Lammie, district engi­ 
neer. said a Department of the 
\rniv permit is required for the 
work because the area to be 
filled includes 29 acres of land 
below 
the mean high water 
level, which is within eorp ju­ 
risdiction. 
The town council voted April 
24 to go ahead with a redevelop­ 
ment project in support of 
Hahn's multimillion dollar Ma­ 
rin Mall. The development can­ 
not proceed until the fill permit 
is granted. 
Hahn originally applied last 
September to place one million 
cubic yards of fill on the shop 


ping center site, but the mail's 
siting was relocated to leave 32 
acres of marshland as wildlife 
habitat north of the site, and 
the amount of fill has been 
reduced. 
Lammie said Hahn has ap­ 
plied to place 330,000 cubic 
yards of imported and compact­ 
ed fill, plus 300,000 to 400.000 
cubic yards of imported fill 
material to be used as a tempo­ 
rary “ su rch arg e.” The su r­ 
charge would remain in place 
for approximately one year, 
then be removed and taken to 
“ some other land disposal 
area.” 
The 69-acre site to be filled 
includes 24 acres of unfilled 
land, half of it grass, marsh 
plants, salt marsh and “degen­ 
erated” salt marsh. 
Col. Lam m ie said verbal 
statements will be heard, but 
for accuracy of the record, 
statements should be submitted 


in writing, in quadruplicate. 
W ritten statem ents m ay be 
handed to the presiding officer 
at the meeting, or may be 
mailed beforehand to Col. Lam­ 
mie at: U.S. Army Engineer 
District, San Francisco, Corps 
of Engineers, 100 McAllister 
Street, San Francisco 94102.

Roberts said the budget pro­ 
poses raising his salary from 
$10,500 to $11,500, a 10 per cent 
increase. He said he got no 
raise last year. 
Directors Monday also dis­ 
cussed two posble bond is­ 
sues, one to buy open siace and 
the other to complete the com­ 
munity building and pay off the 
loan. Roberts said the board 
appropriated $100 to survey 
Strawberry residents on their 
attitudes toward such bond is 
sues.

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Knifing Blamed On 
Personal Squabble 


A ‘‘personal squabble” which 
escalated into rt taliation be­ 
tween Mexican and black in­ 
mates was behind three stab­ 
bings yesterday at San Quentin 
Prison, officials said today. 
The trouble started at 12:10 
p.m., according to Associate 
Warden James W. L. Park, 
when a black inmate, Willie 
Hay Smith, attempted to break 
up a fight between two men 
who had a “ personal beef.” 
Smith, serving a 10-year-to- 
life term for robbery in Los 
Angeles County, received a mi­ 
nor puncture wound in the fra­ 
cas, Park said. The 28-year-old 
convict was reported in good 
condition today. 
Later i:i the afternoon, two 
mess hull workers were at­ 


tacked. apparently by young 
blacks retaliating against Mexi­ 
can inmates for Smith’s stab­ 
bing, Park said. 
He said a guard who was 
leaving the south hall turned 
and saw heavy metal trays 
flying through the air. The offi­ 
cer sounded the alarm. Park 
said, and a warning shot was 
fired into the air. 
When the confusion was over, 
officers found that James Al- 
carez, 25, and John Natale. 28, 
had been injured and they con­ 
fiscated an 11-inch long prison 
made knife and a three-and-a- 
half-foot stanchion pipe. 
Alcarez, serving time for sec­ 
ond degree murder from Fres­ 
no, suffered a stab wound in his 
chest, and Natale, a robber 


from IjOS Angeles County, had a 
broken arm and a stab wound 
in his leg. 
They also were reported in 
good condition today. 


Park said one suspect was 
locked up in connection wi(h the 
dining hall incident. 


In addition, he said, because 
of the “ tense situation between 
the black and the Mexicans,” 
the huge east block and D 
section were locked up today. 


Only about half of San Quen­ 
tin’s 2.200 inmates were allowed 
to go to prison jobs or assign­ 
ments, and the men were fed in 
small groups. 


“ It’s ridiculous when a per­ 
son squabble leads to this seri­ 
ous trouble,” Park said, but he 
said the lock-up situation will 
remain “ until things cool off.”

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Postal Service Versus The Weekly Press 


The United States Postal 
Service is not part of the Nixon 
administration. It is an inde­ 
pendent, autonomous govern­ 
ment corporation, which re­ 
placed 
the 
Post 
Office 
Department a couple of years 
ago. 


Therefore, 
it 
cannot 
be 
charged that the USPS is part 
of what many editors have seen 
as an administration “ war on 
the press.” 


N EVERTHELESS, the U.S. 
Postal Service is out to make 
things tough for one section of 
the press — by rate increases. 


For nearly a century and a 
half, periodicals have benefited 
from a subsidy in the form of 
cheap postage. As long ago as 
1836, the U.S. postal rate struc­ 
ture was set up to carry news­ 
papers and pamphlets for one- 
half cent while letters cost two 
cents. In a new rate structure 
in 1863, weekly newspapers 
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were put on a weight basis, at 
five cents per quarter pound. In 
1879, second-class postage was 
established for all periodicals, 
with a still greater advantage 
in rates. 
The intention in these subsi­ 
dies was to encourage dissemi­ 
nation of news and information 
through cheap postage. The 
United States was following a 
precedent set by Great Britain 
and other countries in so doing. 


THE U.S. POSTAL Service, 
committed to the idea of mak­ 
ing the mail service pay its 
own way and apparently unin­ 
terested in either dissemination 
of news or improvement of 
service, hiked second class 
rates by 33Vi per cent last year. 
A second increase of 27 per 


cent is scheduled for July. 
More are planned within the 
next three years. 
These rate increases do not 
mean much to daily papers 
such as the Independent-Jour- 
nal, which is distributed almost 
entirely by newspaperboys. Nor 
do they have too great an 
impact on magazines which de­ 
pend primarily on newsstand 
sales and send their bundles to 
distributers largely by express. 
But they are of tremendous 
importance to weekly papers, 
farm papers, and many kinds 
of specialty publications. 
Sen. Alan Cranston, in a 
speech last week to the Nation­ 
al Newspaper Association, de­ 
clared the second-class rate 
increases threaten survival of 


many papers which uncover 
“ the local Watergate scandals” 
in towns across the United 
States. 
In many communities, he 
pointed out, “ they are the only 
source of local news — and 
they are often the only publica­ 
tion devoted exclusively to the 
betterment of the community in 
which they publish.” 
For such small papers, mail­ 
ing cost is a big item. The 
planned increases in second- 
class rates could mean the 
difference between continuance 
and suspension. 


SEN. GAYLORD Nelson, D- 
Wis., has introduced a bill (S. 
630), of which Cranston is co­ 
sponsor, to roll back second- 
class rates to those before the 
July, 1972, one-third raise. 
Nelson’s bill deserves support 
from those who believe that 
preserving a free press is more 
important than having the post­ 
al service deficit-free.

Adult Authority Turns 
To Tougher Parole Rules 


By RUS W ALTON 


After several years of messing around 
on the fringes of sociology, the California 
Adult Authority is becoming tougher and 
more conserv ative about paroling prison­ 
ers. 


Joseph Spangler, the authority’s execu­ 
tive director, puts it this way: "We are 
taking a closer, more careful look at 
those prison inmates who are legally 
eligible for parole. If it's a case of 
reservation — not being certain or con­ 
vinced — then the decision goes to the 
safety of the citizen on the street, and not 
so much to the prisoner, as has been the 
case m the past." 
Spangler confirms that the board is 
tightening conditions of parole that had 
been broadened in recent years 
"Some who might have been paroled a 
few years ago, the board — based on 
experience and looking at such cases — 
now find just not safe to let out." 


IN THE PAST, he admits, the parole 
board adopted a less severe posture 
based on pressures from the Department 
of Corrections and others to experiment 
with new programs Some of these pro­ 
grams have not worked They are being 
dropped 
The authority gets pressures from ev­ 
ery direction —left, right, soft, hard 
Spangler acknowledges, however, that 
the concerns of such tough law men as 
Los Angeles Police Chief Ed Davis and 
Sacramento Sheriff Duane Lowe influ­ 
enced the board’s harder posture. 
Some legislators — namely Sen. Bill 
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"I wonder how Ralph Nader feels about 
*11 this?" 


Richardson. R-Arcadia. and Assembly­ 
man John Briggs. R-Fullerton. have also 
persistently pressed for tighter parole 
procedures. 


ARE THERE SOME legislators not so 
concerned about public safety? Even to 
the point of taking chances when releas­ 
ing prisoners? 
Spangler replies that there are some 
who do not believe anyone belongs in 
prison Some legislators who feel that 
being locked in prison is damaging and 
not helpful; that prisons do not rehabili­ 
tate 
The first purpose of prison, of course, 
is to protect the public. Rehabilitation 
comes second to that. 
"The Department of Corrections has 
some of the finest rehabilitation pro­ 
grams in the world." asserts Spangler. 
"But the inmate has to take advantage of 
them Some do, some don’t." 


THE PAROLE BOARD is also requir­ 
ing more precise and stringent reports on 
prisoners already on parole. 
"We had eliminated association’ as a 
condition of parole. So, when a parolee 
associated with another individual for 
illicit or illegal purposes, that was not a 
reportable item Now it is,” said Span­ 
gler. 
One problem the parole board faces is 
that state prisons now contain a tougher 
population 
"Ten years ago." recounts Spangler, 
"16 per cent of the prison population was 
for armed robbery. Now that’s between 
35 and 40 per cent. You add to that the 
homicides and the assaults with a deadly 
weapon and rape by force and violence 
and burglary in the first degree —and 
that gets you up to 60-70 per cent of the 
total prison population " 


AS A RESULT of the Authority’s tough­ 
er stance, there are between 1,000 and 
1,200 more prison inmates than the De­ 
partment of Corrections had anticipated 
Recently, a budget augmentation of $6 5 
million was requested. 
Several prisons that were being closed 
or phased back will probably be revital­ 
ized. The Conservation Center in Susan 
ville will be used as a special vocational 
training institution. San Quentin's south 
block will be reopened and the planned 
1975 closure of that facility probably 
delayed 
So much for one experiment in sociolo 
gy

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Clearing Of Air On Watergate 
Can't Be Accomplished In A Day 


WASHINGTON — It is evident that for 
some time the political weather around 
1600 Pennsylvania Avenue will be: cloudy 
with intermittent storms. 
This means that what President Nixon 
most hoped for will not come about. He 
had hoped that his "no-whitewash-at-the- 
White-House" speech would produce an 
early clearing of the skies and that the 
long shadow cast by Watergate would 
soon be lifted. 
Restoration of trust cannot be accom­ 
plished so rapidly. One reason is that 
more crimes keep coming to light. It now 
develops that G. Gordon Liddy and E. 
Howard Hunt apparently had a practice 
run at break-in and burglary before the 
Watergate break-in and burglary. They 
allegedly stole private papers to see if 
they could strengthen the government’s 
case against Daniel Ellsberg for stealing 
private papers. 
Thus there is complicity on the part of 
the White House staff in two crimes, not 
just one, and there is complicity in 
impeding justice since presidential aides, 
after learning that Liddy and Hunt had 
illegally entered the office of Ellsberg’s 
psychiatrist, did not take the initiative to 
report it. 


OBVIOUSLY IT IS going to take the 
prosecutors, the grand jury and the 
Senate Watergate committee many 
months before the whole story unfolds. 
Although Mr. Nixon has made substan­ 
tial progress in showing that he is dealing 
surgically with the Watergate infection, it 
is inescapable that the administration 
must continue to work under a cloud until 
all is out — and all is cleaned out. 
The beginning is encouraging. 
The President took the hard and pain­ 


ful decision to make a clean sweep of 
staff. It had to be done. 
There are early signs of a more open 
and co-operative White House, and both 
the President and Vice President Agnew 
are admitting that for too long they have 
been unwisely feuding with the press. 
THERE ARE SOME horrifying ironies 
in how the top White House staff reacted 
after Liddy and Hunt disclosed that they 
had entered and stolen property from the 
offices of Ellsberg’s psychiatrist. They 
were not fired for committing a crime; 
they were told "not to do it again." 
It is on the record that liddy and Hunt 
were assigned by the White House to 
make a "psychiatric profile’ of Ellsberg 
"to determine his habits, mental atti­ 
tudes, motives and so forth." 
After learning that they had committed 
burglary, which to them seemed a nor­ 
mal thing to do in behalf of the White 
House, it almost seems the minimum 
thing to do would have been to order a 
"psychiatric profile" of Liddy and Hunt 
"to determine their habits, mental atti­ 
tudes, motives and so forth." Instead, as 
self-confessed burglars, they were as­ 
signed to the Committee for the Re- 
Election of the President to carry on. 
Probably then-Atty. Gen. John Mitchell 
was not informed that he was working 
with criminals when Liddy et al proposed 
the Watergate break-in to him on three 
different occasions. But even after the 
attorney general had rejected it twice 
and they came back to urge it a third 
time, he said later that he believed at the 
time that his third oral rejection of the 
proposed crime would be enough to 
prevent it.

Very Thin Cats Contribute 
Many Millions Unwillingly 


“ A man with feeling wields more power 
than a man with muscle.” 


WASHINGTON - The disclosure that 
Mr. Nixon’s re-election crew destroyed 
the records on millions of dollars of 
contributions from very fat cats has 
produced outcries and indictments from 
the general public and the Justice De­ 
partment. But not from the fat cats 
themselves. 


They were paying in advance for some­ 
thing — perhaps something unstated and 
nebulous, something the rest of us may 
never learn about, but nevertheless they 
had ample precedent to assume that 
when payoff time came, they would make 
a handsome return on a sound invest­ 
ment. It did not matter exactly where 
their cash was laundered and how even­ 
tually spent. Like so many people in the 
news lately, they would rather not know 
the details. 


YET THERE IS another class of Amer­ 
icans that makes contributions that 
dwarf even the President’s re-election 
fund, and do it not voluntarily but be­ 
cause they have to if they want to live 
under a roof, stay warm, buy the necessi­ 
ties of life and carry on routine personal 
business. 


Individually, these are very skinny cats 
indeed — the entire buying, renting, 
telephone-talking, check-writing popula­ 
tion of the United States. 


Unlike the anonymous big contributors 
to the President’s campaign, these citi­ 
zens would like very much to know what 
happens to the money they must post as 
"security deposits" and pay into escrow 
accounts, and the billions they maintain 
in checking accounts. 


They provide the banks and other firms 
with the principal to earn vast amounts 
in dividends and interest The institutions 
collect those earnings while the individu­ 
al owners of the money never see a cent 
of profit on it. 


THE VEN ERABLE Wright Patman, D 
Texas, chairman of the House Banking 
Committee and a man most bankers wish 
had never left Texarkana 
is urging 
banks to start paying interest not only on 
checking accounts but also on the escrow 
accounts they build from monthly pa 
menL accompanying mortgage instaE 


ments. Lending institutions accumulate 
that money monthly, but pay it out for 
property taxes and insurance only an­ 
nually or semiannually. 
Nonexperts are more familiar with so- 
called security deposits required by tele­ 
phone and utility companies and by 
landlords These may not seem important 
amounts considered individually — from 
a few dollars here to a month’s rent on 
an expensive apartment there. But multi­ 
plied by the number of depositors they 
become a major, little-discussed invest­ 
ment fund for the firms holding them. 


On the early evidence, your radical 
friends might say "The System" is work­ 
ing to preserve this system In Washing­ 
ton, a federal district judge just said that 
three public-interest lawyers could not 
bring a class action suit to require local 
savings and loan associations to pay 
interest on mortgage escrow accounts. 


BUT "THE SYSTEM” also is working 
in the other direction. Here and there, a 
competitive bank has decided that it will 
attract more depositors if it advertises 
that it pays interest on checking ac­ 
counts. And while the U.S. Savings and 
Loan League has completed a study 
predictably showing the administrative 
handling of escrow accounts costs lenders 
more than those accounts earn, some 
banks, nevertheless, have decided it is 
good business to start paying interest on 
them. 


In Syracuse, for example, one bank has 
discovered a "moral obligation to the 
consumer" to pay its mortgagees 4.5 per 
cent on their tax and insurance escrow 
accounts Its discovery may relate to the 
fact that the Rockefeller administration 
was backing a bill to require escrow 
interest payments. 
Up to now, the average borrower whose 
taxes are collected by the bank as part ol 
his payments, has not realized that bj 
Wright Patman’s figures, he loses $800 ii 
unpaid interest over the life of hn 
mortgage. That information comes unde:

Why Johnny Can't Read 
Corte Maderans Favor Open Space

IN' THE EN D LESS debates 
over the teaching of reading, 
virtually all the attention has 
been given to methods: word 
recognition (“ look-say”) versus 
a wide assortment of Phonetic 
and phonetically oriented ap­ 
proaches. But little has been 
said about what children are 
given to read. 
Whether or not Dick and Jane 
and their successors introduce 
vocabulary scien tifically or 
reinforce word recognition, 
they are not likely to capture 
the interest of boys and girls. 
The child who enters school 
eager to learn to read may soon 
wonder whether it is worth­ 
while bothering, since the books 
that are given him are not 
worth reading. 
One of the few educators to 
face up to this is Max Rafferty, 
former California state superin­ 
tendent who wrote in “ What

SAN DIEGO (AP) — Form er 
Pueblo Skipper Lloyd M. Buch­ 
er will retire June 1 after 22 
years in the Navy, his wife 
Rose said today. 
“ We haven't decided on the 
future,” she said. “ We’ll make 
some decisions after we return 
from a trip to Europe.”

terials Commission. 
Under “ Nature and Functions 
of Content,” it lists as No. 1:

The rest of the five-page cri­ 
teria is concerned with m atters 
the committee apparently feels 
require greater em phasis. 
At the sa m e . meeting, the 
state board also was presented 
with criteria for evaluating in­ 
structional m aterials in reading 
and in “ English and related 
s u b j e c t s , ” k in d e r g a r t e n 
through eighth grade. Neither 
of these even mentioned provid­ 
ing interesting m aterial to en 
courage learning to read. 


IN THE C L IM A X of a series 
of storyettes in “ Off We Go 
With Stories,” one cf the Cali­ 
fornia State Reading Series, 
two children and their father 
arrive home from a vacation 
trip. They hear a noise in a 
tree, and Mark (the boy) sees a 
squirrel stick its head out. The 
“ adventure” concludes: 
“ Mark and Jan et laughed. 
They thought their surprises 
were all over, but here was 
another surprise — right in 
their own backyard.” 
Recognizing that the Mark 
and Janet in the classroom may 
be something less than enrap­ 
tured with such a sensational 
denouement (and with the sim i­ 
lar vapidity which has gone 
before it), the California Asso­ 
ciation of Teachers of English 
suggests that the libraries step 
in to fill the void.

Recent public hearings on re­ 
developm ent and the Hahn 
shopping center have indicated 
that the town is fairly evenly 
divided on the shopping center 
issue, and the results of the 
survey are not particularly sur­ 
prising. 
A feature of the survey — 
perhaps the most complete one 
a Marin sm all community ever 
attempted — is the picture it 
paints of a typical Corte Mader- 
an. 
Relying on the statistics, it 
shows him or her to be between 
36 and 50 years old, owning a 
home, m arried, with some col­ 
lege education, in a household 
of two to three persons. 
The typical Corte M adera 
family has an income between 
$15,000 and $30,000, owns two 
cars, the husband works in San 
F ran cisco or the P eninsula, 
travels to work by car. and the 
family does most of its shop­ 
ping in Corte Madera. 
The typical Corte Mderan, 
again according to the survey 
results, feels there’s a need for 
better public tran sportation , 
and would go to work by bus if 


there were a good bus service. 
He or she considers the exist­ 
ing Highway 101 crossover in 
Corte Madera unsafe for bicy­ 
cles. pedestrians and children, 
and thinks there should be a 
shuttle bus service between 
East and West Corte Madera. 
He or she is satisfied with the 
town’s police and fire services, 
but favors pooling police, fire, 
recreation and street and sewer 
m ain te n an ce se r v ic e s with 
Larkspur. 
The citizens were evenly div­ 
ided on the question of whether 
the town council is responsive 
to the needs of its citizens, but 
only 789 persons felt communi­ 
cations between the town and 
its residents are adequate •— 
1,831 felt they weren’t. 
Communications could best 
be improved by a community 
newsletter, answered 2,453 resi­ 
dents. 
The largest single response 
2,947 — was from residents who 
felt that official public hearings 
of the towrn council and plan­ 
ning commission should be held 
in a place large enough to seat 
everyone.. . in the last year 
public hearings in the town hall 
have been marked by overflows 
into the street, with residents 
sitting on the floor and jam m ed 
against the walls of the tiny 
council chambers.

A. Nothing in this Ordinance shall lie construed to prevent collective 
provisions of off-street parking facilities for two or more parcels of 
land, buildings, or uses. Where joint facilities are provided, the 
minimum requirem ent will be seventy-five per cent (75Cc) of the sum 
of the requirem ents for the various uses computed separately when 
the individual requirem ents total fifty (50) or more spaces. The spaces 
thus provided shall be turn-over or unreserved parking. 
B Joint facilities shall be perm itted in the interior of residential 
blocks. Portions of the rear yard may be incorporated into a common 
parking area with access from existing alleys or service drives. No 
part of such facility may be used for parking within fifteen (15) feet of 
a residential structure. 
14.13 250 COMMERCIAL PARKING - RESIDENTIAL AREAS. P ark­ 
ing of vehicles, having a m anufacturers’ rating up to % ton, is 
perm itted within areas zoned for residential uses. Parking of vehicles 
over % ton is prohibited in residential areas except for such limited 
parking period as designated in Section 5.40.140 of the City Code. 
14.13 260 ACCE8SORY FACILITIES - RESIDENTIAL AREAS. Park 
trailers, boats, recreational venicles or other sim ilar facilities and/or 
equipment which are parked or stored incidental to the basic 
residential use of a property, shall be provided with a parking space 
which is screened from view as required. Parking of said facilities 
and/or equipm ent shall be prohibited in any required front or com er 
side yard. 
14.13.270 OFF-STREET LOADING AND UNLOADING, Every build- 
ing or structure used for business, trade or industry and norm ally 
requiring truck loading or unloading with respect to the use, shall 
provide space as herein indicated for the loading and unloading of 
vehicles off the street or public alley. Such space shall have access to 
a public right-of-way. Off-street loading and unloading space shall be 
in addition to and not considered as meeting a part of the requirem ent 
for off-street parking space Off-street loading and unloading space 
shall not be used or designed, intended or constructed to be used in a 
m anner to obstruct or interfere with the free use of any street or 
adjoining property. The minimum off-street loading and unloading 
space required for specific uses shall be as follows: 
A. Retail business and service establishm ent: One (1) off-street 
loading and unloading space at least ten <10) feet in width and thirty- 
five (35) feet in length with clear and unobstructed height of fourteen 
(14) feet. 
B. Industrial plants: One (l) off-street loading and unloading space 
for each twenty thousand (20,000) square feet of gross floor area. Each 
loading space shall lie not less than a minimum of twelve (12) feet wide 
and sixty-five (65) feet long with a fourteen (14) foot height clearance. 
14.13.280 EXCEPTION. W henever in the opinion of the Planning 
Director and the Planning Commission the application of the Rules 
and Regulations as set forth herein could result in an inequitable or 
illogical result, then with the recommendation of the Planning 
Director and the Planning Commission, these standards and rules may 
lie modified so as to provide that the results therein obtained would lie 
both fair, equitable and logical, and consistent with the intent and 
meaning of this ordinance. 
14 13.290 PARKING DESIGN STANDARDS. Parking design stan­ 
dards shall be developed by the planning staff and adopted bv the 
Planning Commission 
DIVISION 2. If any section, subsection, sentence, clause or phrase of 
this Ordinance is for anv reason held to be invalid, such decision shall 
not affect the validity of the rem aining portions of this Ordinance The 
Council hereby declares that it would have adopted the Ordinance and 
each section, subsection, sentence, clause or phrase thereof, irrespec­ 
tive °f the fact that any one or more sections, subsections, sentences 
clauses or phrases be declared invalid. 
DIVISION 3. This Ordinance is an ordinance for the im m ediate 
preservation of the public peace, health and safety and one of 
urgency, and shall take effect immediately. The facts constituting the 
urgency are that the parking requirem ents heretofore provided in th«* 
Municipal Code of the City of San Rafael are inadequate and that there 
are applications still under consideration or to be submitted which if 
granted, would create traffic hazards and congestion of parking which 
would be detrim ental to good planning and the orderly development of 
the City of San Rafael, and the public peace, health, safety and 
general welfare of the citizens of the City of San Rafael will be 
jeopardized.

Many of the Inter Marin players are products of 
the Marin County Athletic League. There are 25 
players and the roster will have to be pared to 18 
by the tim e the league starts. Coach is Tony 
Thevenot of Haiti, a form er pro succer player.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPD -

Some Advice On 
Outboard Motors 


The outboard 
motor is truly 
a 
m arvelous, 
versatile machine. Invented and developed almost 
entirely on this continent, it’s a tribute to Ameri­ 
can ingenuity. Nothing so portable can deliver so 
much 
power 
for so 
little weight, 
with such 
economy. 
-------------------------------------- 
Yet so many of its capabili­ 
ties and functions are misun­ 
derstood. 
For instance, a boater 1 know 
was bewildered because the 10 
horsepower outboard motor he 
used on a small runabout boat 
wouldn’t push his sailing dinghy 
half as fast, yet the dinghy was 
smaller and lighter. He used 
the motor as an auxiliary 
It was hard to explain that 
the runabout hull had been de­ 
signed after many years of trial 
and error strictly for propulsion 
by an outboard motor, whereas 
the sailing craft’s hull was the 
product of centuries of the 
same trial and error for propul­ 
sion and stability under sail. 
And the two aren’t necessari­ 
ly comptabile. 
There was one other factor 
too. The transom on the sail­ 
boat was so high that the out­ 
board’s prop was not low 
enough to be working in undis­ 
turbed water. 
An outboard motor just can't 
be- as efficient on a sailboat 
when used as an auxiliary, as it 
can be on a planing hull de­ 
signed for it. This question of 
outboard efficiency is an inter­ 
esting topic as many of the 
questions we are asked indi­ 
cate: 
Q. I am buying an outboard 
mounting bracket to attach 
an auxiliary to my sailboat (it 
has ;vkeel) — where should I 
mount it?* 
A. Consider m ounting the 
bracket off to one side on the 
stern, so that the prop has solid 
undisturbed water to work in. If 
the motor is mounted directly 
on the center line of the boat, 
right behind the keel, it’s just 
churning up water that is al­ 
ready turbulent. It will be more 
efficient offset. Try it. 
* Q. When I make a turn my 
outboard m otor som etim es 
speeds up and runs wild. The 
boat slows down until I start 
to run straight again . . .? 
A. This is an all too common 
problem. Racing of the motor is 
caused by “cavitation.” This is 
the result of the prop being too 
close to the surface. It sucks air 
into its slipstream and churns 
around in a “cavity” of air and 
foam. Naturally this has less 
resistance than water, so the 
motor speeds up. Maybe your 
motor is too high or tilted too 
far forward. 
Q. My dealer set the tilt on 
my outboard but it doesn't 
seem to be right. How do I 
check it? 
A. Dealers develop a lot of 
know-how and I wouldn’t be too 
quick to change his setting. 
First try distributing the load in 
the boat. If the boat is bow 
heavy it tends to ploy.. If it is 
stern heavy (mysl common) the 
bow rides high. Then it’s hard 
to see over, and the boat i£ 
bird to get on to plane. 
Q. I'm thinking of an auxil­ 
iary motor for my sailboat. 
What are the advantages .of 
an inboard as against an out­ 
board? 
A. If speed is a consideration

in your sailing, remember that 
the propeller of the inboard 
engine is constantly in the wa­ 
ter acting as a drag — and 
what a drag! An outboard, 
properly mounted, can be lifted 
up out of the water, leaving the 
clean, efficient line of the sail­ 
boat unbroken 
Q. At full throttle my boat 
skims very well at about 28 
mph, but I can’t stop the bow 
from rising and falling .. .? 
A. If you’ve ever seen a 
porpoise swimming you can un­ 
derstand why this action is 
called porpoising. It’s one of the 
most common troubles to beset 
an outboard motorboat. There 
are a dozen causes. The most 
common are wrong motor an­ 
gle, bad weight distribution, or 
a deformity of the boat's bot­ 
tom making the planing surface 
a curve instead of a flat plane. 
Q. The auxiliary on my 
sailboat is a 6 hp outboard in 
a “well” — a hole cut in the 
overhang — at the stern. In 
high waves the prop comes 
out of the water and races. 
Anything else I can do? 
A. In high performance sail­ 
ing craft with long overhangs, 
putting on an outboard is diffi­ 
cult. The well is a compromise, 
and I’m afraid you are stuck 
with it. Maybe the motor can be 
set lower. That’s your only 
hope.

Cautious Path— 
Wolfback Ridge 


Marin County supervisors 
hied away yesterday from rec- 
immending Wolfback Ridge in 
Sausalito be included in the 
Golden Gate National Recrea­ 
tion Area. (Another Marin su­ 
pervisors story, page 1.) 
The board's refusal to act on 
the recommendation from a ci­ 
tizens’ group came at the urg­ 
ing of Supervisor Peter R. Arri- 
goni Jr. who said to push for 
inclusion of the land in the park 
mignt jeopardize funding for 
the entire park 
Arrigoni’s comments came 
shortly before he left for con­ 
gressional hearings on appro­ 
priations for the recreation 
area which stretches from San 
Francisco to Olema. 
Meanwhile, in Washington, 
D C., Arrigoni today told a Sen­ 
ate subcommittee the federal 
government should proceed 
with its original plans to pur­ 
chase the 58.000-park over two 
vears. He urged that $25 million 
be appropriated immediately. 
“ If property acquisition is not 
pursued diligently,” he told the 


Interior Subcommittee of the 
Senate Appropriations Commit­ 
tee, “ our woeful past experi­ 
ence (at Point Reyes National 
Seashorei indicates the likeli­ 
hood that land within the pro­ 
pos'd park may become the 
object of speculative manipula­ 
tion and its value skyrocketed.” 
At present, only about $6 mil­ 
lion is slated this year for land 
acquisition which is estimated 
to total $60 million. 
Supervisors told Arrigoni yes­ 
terday to lobby for inclusion of 
Wolfback Ridge as well as oth­ 
er lands in Tennessee Valley 
but not to push if it would 
threaten funding for the entire 
park 
Inclusion of Wolfback Ridge 
will require special legislation 
because Sen. Alan Bible, D- 
Nevada, chairman of the Sen­ 
ate Interior and Insular Affairs 
Committee, has declared it a 
major revision of the originally 
proposed boundaries and thus 
beyond the scope of inclusion 
by administrative action of the 
Department of the Interior. 


State Aid Sought 
On Juniper Plants 


Marin County supervisors 
agreed yesterday to ask the 
stale to reimburse local proper­ 
ty owners for the loss of their 
juniper plants removed because 
of hawthorn juniper rust. 
During the last six years, 
some 7,000 plants have been 
removed by the county agricul­ 
tural commissioner in an effort 
to contain the disease found 
only in Marin County and parts 
of Europe. 
Supervisors had considered 
imposing a moratorium on the 
eradication program but yester­ 
day decided instead to ask local 
lawmakers in Sacramento for 
legislation to reimburse proper­ 
ty owners who lose plants in the 
■future. 
The move came after state 
agricultural officials told super­ 
visors the eradication program, 
if stopped, could threaten Cali­ 
fornia’s nursery industry since 
other States and countries 
would probably impose bans on 
importation of C alifornia 


plants. 
The board s action, approved 
unanimously with Supervisor 
Peter R. Arrigoni Jr. absent, 
also asks the state to reimburse 
the county for costs of running 
the eradication program. 
" I don’t see why Marin Coun­ 
ty residents should be paying 
double for something to protect 
the nursery industry and every­ 
one else,” Supervisor Michael 
Wornum said. “ They’re paying 
to have the plants removed (by 
the county) and the cost of the 
plants." 
Deputy County 
Counsel 
George J. SU vest ri Jr. said he 
felt state agricultural officials 
would fight a move by the 
county for state reimbursement 
of property owners. 
Supervisor Robert A. Roumi­ 
guiere. saying there are 140.000 
juniper plants in Marin, warned 
that if the state refused the 
reimbursement, he would push 
for a moratorium on plant re­ 
moval.

“ It’s incumbent on this board 
to get other cities to abide by 
the criteria established for San 
Rafael.” Supervisor Robert A. 
Roumiguiere said, adding with­ 
out such criteria other cities 
would have “ a blank check" for 
m a s s iV e r e d e v e l o p ment 
projects. 
As a result, he continued, the 
county’s tax base could be erod­ 
ed since city redevelopment is 
financed by the siphoning off of 
other taxing agencies’ future 1 
revenues.

In 1969, 25 per cent of 
company sales and 8 per cent of 
earnings were derived over­ 
seas. Last year the proportions 
had moved to 29 per cent of 
sales and 17 per cent of income. 
For the current year some 20 
per cent of earnings should 
come from foreign sales. Tax 
loss carryforwards from sever­ 
al subsidiaries will also be a 
factor in earnings gains. 
Diversification in recent 
years into non-food areas, now- 
accounting for 10 per cent of 
sales, will help offset the cycli­ 
cal nature of the company’s 
business.

Tight Money 
Is Concern 
Of Builders 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 
Tight money siphoning poten­ 
tial construction money into 
other investments is the build­ 
ing industry's chief concern 
right now, a spokesman says. 
“ Inflation is rampant and the 
classic response is tight mon­ 
ey,” George C. Martin, presi­ 
dent of the National Association 
of Home Builders, said Tues­ 
day. 
* 
When yield for U.S. Treasury 
bills exceeds 5.5 per cent, build­ 
ers begin worrying about a flow 
of money away from normal 
channels, Martin told the Na­ 
tional Mortgage Conference 
here. 
"In the first week of April the 
bill rate was 6.5 per cent, and it 
is still higher than anything we 
have seen since the money 
crunch of 1969-70,” Martin said. 
Martin said rising interest 
rates affect home builders in 
these ways: 
—If mortgage interest rates 
increase 1 per cent, housing 
i starts decline by 150,000 units. 
—A decline in housing pro­ 
duction causes a decrease in 
sales of existing homes in a 2W 
or 3 to 1 ratio. That means a 
1 decline of 400,000 sales of exist- 
f ing homes 
; 
—A 1 per cent interest rate 
increase in monthly payments 
removes an estimated hi mil­ 
lion families from the potential 
home buying market.

Bertao cannot speak English, 
she rapped loudly on her win­ 
dow until she got the attention 
of a neighbor and pointed to the 
pool area.
